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>» JOHNSON WINS PRIVATE LETTER RULING...On March 


8, AMOA president Craig Johnson received a private letter ruling from 
the IRS that allows him to use the income forecasting method for machine 
depreciation. This represents a major tax victory for not only Johnson 
and his company, Tataka of Salt Lake City, but operators all across 
America. “If operators take advantage of the income forecasting method, 
it could easily mean $50 million in deferred taxes annually,’ he said. 


Though the IRS’s ruling technically applies to Tataka only (the IRS 
will not deal with associations), Johnson says that his case is unques- 
tionably precedent-setting. ‘““The IRS maintains that private letter rul- 
ings cannot be used as precedents, but every CPA I've talked to has 
said otherwise. The IRS can’t deny that this ruling will carry a lot of 
weight for other operators.” 


Johnson added that a seminar will be held in Chicago in late June 
to bring operators ‘‘up to speed”’ on the issue. An announcement on 
the site is expected soon. 


ROBBINS QUELLS SEGA/ATARI RUMOR. . . Joe Robbins, 
the recently named chairman of Sega Enterprises Inc. (USA), said the 
rumor about Sega purchasing Atari Games is just that—a rumor. “| 
don’t know where these things start,” he said. “(Sega’s) Mr. Nakaya- 
ma and (Atari’s) Mr. Nakajima are good friends, and maybe someone 
saw them playing golf together and jumped to conclusions. But there’s 
nothing to that rumor.” 


CAPCOM PROMOTES MORICI.. . Joe Morici has been named 
to the position of senior vice president for Capcom USA's coin-op and 
consumer divisions. Prior to the promotion he had headed up the con- 
sumer side. Morici will essentially be responsible for ‘making sure 
that coin-op and consumer mesh properly, that the company is given 
a consistent look,” he said. 


Morici added that Capcom USA is still in negotiations to move to larg- 
er facilities, possibly encompassing 100,000 square feet. ‘We've grown 
too big for our present location,’ he said. An agreement was expect- 
ed sometime in mid-May. 


BETSON BUYS ATLAS DISTRIBUTORS... . Betson Coin-Op 


Distributing Co. Inc. has purchased “certain assets’ of Pittsburgh-based 
Atlas Distributors, according to Joe Cirillo, president of Betson Enter- 
prises. This division of Betson Coin-Op, now known as Betson Pitts- 
burgh, opened on April 26. Much of the Atlas Distributors personnel 
remains, including general manager Jim Wittler and assistant manager 
Lou Larson. One of the new faces is division controller Wayne Jones.

ATARI GAMES REDUCES STAFF... Atari Games, which re- 
cently laid off 25 employees, says the action was taken to make the 
company more competitive in the marketplace. “Atari Games has been 
investing heavily into R&D in recent years,’ explained marketing director 
Mary Fujihara. “Our strategy was to cut back in some of the support 
areas that won't affect our R&D.” 


NO TAX RELIEF IN FLORIDA... The Florida Legislature end- 
ed its session in early April without passing any legislation that would 
eliminate the 7.81 percent gross receipts tax. The Florida Amusement 
and Vending Association (FAVA) and the Family Arcade Alliance (FAA) 
were pushing for legislation that would replace the gross receipts tax 
with either a master license plan or a flat machine fee. Neither made 
it, leaving operators with the gross receipts tax at least until the Legis- 
lature convenes again in January (it’s unlikely that the issue will be 
placed on the agenda for the July special session). 


“We're looking to regroup and come back strong at the next session,’ 
said FAVA legislative chairman Manley Lawson. “Our trade show (April 
1-3) was very successful; a lot of our former membership is returning. 
We've learned from our mistakes and will be stronger and more fo- 
cused the next time. I’m optimistic about our chances to get that tax 
repealed.’

Systems, and Entertainment. 


The charter of Pioneer New Media Technologies includes the develop- 
ment, marketing, sales, and technical support of LaserJuke CD juke- 
boxes, CD autochangers, LaserKaraoke entertainment systems, Star 
Factory karaoke studios, LaserDisc players and pay-per-view systems, 
CD-ROM mini-changers, and professional audio components. 


In other news concerning Pioneer, all authorized LaserKaraoke deal- 
ers are now Offering finance packages that require no down payment 
for entry level buyers, up to $1,000. Larger purchases require 10 per- 
cent down. The program is provided through GE Credit, which allows 
credit terms of up to 36 months. 


VNEA GEARING UP FOR VEGAS... The Valley National 8-Ball 
League Association will stage its 13th International Championships 
at the Riviera Hotel in Las Vegas on May 29-June 5. Arecord number 
of pool players from across the globe are expected, and they will compete 
for an estimated total cash purse of $200,000.

FORMER LOTTERY DIRECTOR INDICTED... Elton €E. “Butch” 
Bryan, former lottery director for West Virginia, was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury on April 2S. Charges include fraud, insider trading, and 


perjury relating to bids for the expansion of video lottery. At present, 


video lottery is legal only at Montaineer Park, a horse race track in 
Chester, W.Va. 


In November 1992 the Lottery Commission voted to expand video lot- 
tery to a statewide program, a move supported by Gov. Gaston Caperton. 
Controversy quickly arose over the speed and method of implement- 
ing the sole-source program (one manufacturer for the central com- 
puter system and all games). Questions of improper influences sur- 
faced, one commission member resigned over the sole-source deci- 
sion on Jan. 20, the governor halted progress on the program on Jan. 
21, and Bryan resigned on Feb. 1 after nearly three years of service. 
What effect this may have on the future of video lottery in West Vir- 
ginia is unclear. 


SEGA TO TEST VIDEO CHANNEL... According to The As- 
sociated Press, Sega of America, Time Warner Entertainment, and 
Tele-Communications Inc. have formed a joint venture to launch “The 
Sega Channel,’ an interactive cable TV providing video games. It will 
be tested in various markets this fall and could be available to all ca- 
ble system operators by 1994. 


Subscribers would have to obtain a Sega Genesis home arcade sys- 
tem and a special tuner-decoder cartridge that would attach to the 
TV cable. They then could select games and other program material 
from amenu on the TV screen. For a monthly fee, subscribers would 
have access to a well-stocked and constantly updated library of games. 
“Virtually every cable operator will be able to offer this exciting high- 
tech service now, without waiting for the new digital cable technolo- 
gies,” said TCI senior vice president Larry Romrell.

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f you are a music and games 
operator, perhaps you've 
entertained the thought of adding 
vending to your business plan. 
Game revenues are not as hefty as 
they once were, necessitating the 
urgency in supplementing your ex- 
isting route with viable alternatives. 
If you are one of those operators 
who have given vending some 
thought, you know first-hand that it 
is not something you venture into 
easily. If you’ve stored the idea ona 
back burner, it was likely because 
you realized that vending—no mat- 
ter what kind—is a whole new ball- 
game. From candy bars to condoms, 
vending has its own set of rules and 
unique considerations. 

Inventory would top the list of 
foreign ideas for music and game 
operators, who sell time, not pro- 
ducts, to their customers. And food 
vending is another matter, too, 
because it involves products witha 
limited shelf life. Sounds com- 
plicated, doesn’t it? 

This month we talked with Frank 
Gumma Jr. of American Vending 
Sales in Chicago, whose company 
was into vending sales long before it 
ventured into music and games. He 
points out many things that a music 
and game operator should think 
long and hard about before deciding 
to take that plunge into vending. 

Traditionally, cigarette vending 
was the one type of vending bus- 
iness that always went hand-in- 
hand with games. While perhaps 
more of a courtesy to their custo- 
mers, operators found cigarette 
vending quite profitable in its own 





right. Until lately, that is. You'd have 
to have been living in outer space 
not to know about the onslaught of 
crusaders campaigning diligently to 
get smoking banned. Failing to gain 
enough support to outlaw smoking 
altogether, these zealots attack 
vulnerable spots to chip away at 
smoking. 

Cigarette machines are a likely 
victim of their campaign. They 
charge that youngsters find cigaret- 
tes too readily obtainable through 
the machines. The public has rallied 
behind them because cigarette 
machine vendors are small potatoes 
compared to convenience stores, 
where cigarettes are just as easy for 
kids to get—and a whole lot cheaper! 
What self-respecting teenager is not 
going to go for the best bargain, 
even if it is for something he 
shouldn’t have in the first place. 

The ACME show Saw an invasion 
of the giant gumball machines, 
which of course are vending 
machines. Operators seemed to be 
attracted to the concept of attrac- 
ting their own customers with a 
novelty idea. Taking the place of 
cigarette machines? Perhaps not, 
but it’s certain that parents couldn't 
object to their kids buying gum in- 
stead of cigarettes. I wonder if the 
dental association will object? 

The possibilities in vending are 
vast. Coincidentally, I was reading 
a book that featured lots of old press 
releases issued during the ‘30s and 
‘40s and one particularly caught my 
eye. It was a news clipping from 1938 
about a “mystery machine.” The 
release billed it as “legal as a peanut 
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vendor yet as fast as a slot in every 
territory.” The factory had been sold 
out two months prior to its introduc- 
tion. What did it vend? You'll hard- 
ly believe it, but you could get a 
super-quality, double-edge razor 
blade for a nickel! In addition, the 
customer got ‘“‘an extra value,” 
depending on the color of the 
wrapper. 

While there’s no way anyone 
would want a razor blade vending 
machine anywhere near their loca- 
tions today, it does prove that 
whatever people want, a vending 
machine is sure to come along to 
give it to them. Although not referr- 
ing to vending, the most famous 
quote from Saturday Night Live’s 
own Roseanne Roseannadanna 
could certainly apply. She always 
said, “It just goes to show you, if it’s 
not one thing, it’s another!”’ 

Our features editor, Chris Caire, 
visited the National Automatic Mer- 
chandising Association (NAMA) 
show in California last month and 
has a story on what’s available now 
and what we can expect to see in the 
future of vending. In the months 
ahead we will be keeping the in- 
dustry abreast of the latest develop- 
ments in vending and report the 
latest news for those who are or will 
be getting into vending.

We wanted to address Tony's 
concerns about Play Meter hav- 
ing included gray area games in 
our State of the Industry survey 
that appeared in our Directory 
issue in January. While we 
could have talked with only him, 
we feel that his concern gives us 
the opportunity to explain it to 
all who questioned the inclusion 
of these machines. 

Gray area games, like it or not, 
are not illegal simply for ex- 
isting. As many of us remember 
from 10 years ago, there were 
many battles waged over de- 
claring video poker machines il- 
legal or at least making penal- 
ties stiff for using them for 
gambling. What happened? 
Manufacturers had the games 
labeled “For Amusement Only” 
to satisfy staunch opponents. 
They went to great lengths to ex- 
clude “knock off’ buttons and 
other things that made it too 
easy to convert the games to 
gambling devices. At no time did 
the popularity of these card 
games diminish; in fact, it flour- 
ished. There were always 
snickers when someone said 
that the games were for amuse- 
ment only and did not pay Off, 
but many of the games were for 
amusement only and did not 
pay off in cash. 

Play Meter took a strong stand 
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against the machines, going as 
far as refusing ads from com- 
panies that would not submit a 
notarized statement saying 
their games were ‘For Amuse- 
ment Only” and could not be 
adapted to gambling and pay- 
offs. We felt at the time that we 
could not reap a profit by accep- 
ting money for ads on games 
that were possibly illegal for 
operators. 

Here itis 10 years after the first 
onslaught of video poker games 
and operators all over the coun- 
try are operating the machines. 
To include them in a state of the 
industry report is not so out of 
line considering that they are 
making much-needed revenue 
for many operators, just like 
video, pinball, jukeboxes, etc. 
We will not now, nor will we 
ever, condone illegal payoffs on 
poker or any other type of ma- 
chine. A number of states are 
seeking to legalize video poker 
machines so they can legally 
pay out in cash under the wat- 
chful eye of the government. 

Gray area games are a fact of 
life and have been called such 
for a very good reason—they are 
in a gray area of the industry 
that many don’t understand. 
Some operators don't want to be 
a part of anything even remote- 
ly questionable and can't see 
operating the games if they 
can’t pay off: others will utilize 
anything at their disposal. 
Either way, the games are hav- 
ing an impact on the industry as 
a whole, and to ignore their 
significance would be irrespon- 
sible on our part. That is the on- 
ly reason they were included. 
We did not justify their ex- 
istence; we only reported what 
operators told us in the survey.

| f you belong to a state asso- 

ciation with an informative 
newsletter, read it carefully. If 
your state is facing any type of 
proposed licensing fees or gam- 
ing legislation, read it more 
carefully. It likely holds a wealth 
of information, from dart and 
pool tournament reminders to 
legislative updates that you can- 
not afford to gloss over lightly. 

Across the board state associ- 
ations are working to uphold the 
interests of the local coin ma- 
chine community. Someone 
went to trouble to gather infor- 
mation, assemble it in readable 
form, and made sure it was sent 
to your place of business. 

The common call in associa- 
tion newsletters lately has been 
a plea for participation—i.e., 
time and money. Sample 
entreaties: 

WAMO-—“Tf we want to build 
a future on video poker, then we 
must put forward an invest- 
ment, a commitment to help 
underwrite this campaign.” 

ICMOA—“Having to continue 
our efforts also means having to 
finance those efforts.”’ 

GAMOA—“Let’s keep moving 
forward. The naysayers and ex- 
cuse makers should not win the 
day. It’s your move. Send in your 
dues and get someone else to do 
the same. That will double our 
ranks. It’s your future.” 


All associations’ efforts are 
not directed to assisting passage 
of gaming legislation. Basic sur- 
vival is what we're talking 
about. Without the strength of 
an association behind measures 
with our industry’s best in- 
terests in mind, hopes of passing 
positive legislation or blocking 
negative legislation would 
quickly dim. 

Nothing comes without a 
price. And the payment is up 
front. When was the last time 
you went to the doctor, dentist, 
or veterinarian and didn’t pay 
on the spot? The first visit to a 
new doctor (specialist) is front- 
loaded like car payments. “It’s 
$60 for the first visit, $40 for any 
subsequent visits, plus fees for 
any lab work...” the receptionist 
drones on when the appoint- 
ment is made. 

Parochial grammar schools 
and high schools here in New 
Orleans also want tuition well 
before the school year begins 
(May 15 and June 1, respective- 
ly), or you can finance it with a 
local bank and pay nine percent 
interest. It’s an unfair hit right 
after the dreaded April 15 dance 
with the IRS devil. 

Not much can be done to 
change the payment structure 
in the areas of medicine or 
education, but the amount of 
power that can be wielded by 
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the state association is within 
your control. The services of a 
qualified lobbyist, public rela- 
tions firm, and attorney are 
needed to help prevent adverse 
licensing fees that can damage 
the amusement business in your 
state. Once a law is passed it’s 
damned hard to have it 
reversed. 

As GAMOA’s legal counsel 
Les Schneider said, “Whether 
we like it or not government 
treats us like any other segment 
of the business community—a 
source of tax dollars. Without 
the association we have no 
meaningful way to voice objec- 
tions to unfair or oppressive 
legislation and regulations. In 
other words, when government 
says ‘jump,’ you had better 
know not only how high but 
which hoops belong to you. Un- 
fair does not mean unen- 
forceable.”’ 

If those words don’t hit home, 
try these: ‘“None of us is as 
strong as all of us.”” Your mem- 
bership and your dues will make 
a difference. 1

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T here was a pop song a few 

years back that wasn’t par- 
ticularly good, but it did have quite 
a catchy title: “The Future’s So 
Bright I Gotta Wear Shades.” That 
could be the corporate motto for 
Data East USA, based in San Jose, 
Calif., and its pinball division in the 
Chicago suburbs. 

Since there’s so much going on at 
both facilities, we’ve divided this 
story into two sections. We'll begin 
with the latest happenings at Data 
East Pinball. 

Data East Pinball 

The nation will soon be swept up 
in a wave of dinosaur-mania, and 
Data East Pinball is primed to go 
along for the ride. The reason is the

Joe Kaminkow, vice president of 
design, said he and executive vice 
president/general manager Gary 
Stern had their eye on the proper- 
ty three years ago. 

“We first heard about the book in 
a little blurb in the Hollywood 
Reporter,’ Kaminkow said. “So we 
contacted the people at MCA/Un- 
iversal and Amblin Entertainment 
(Spielberg’s production company), 
who we had a relationship with 
through Back to the Future, Hook, 
and Rocky and Bullwinkle. We 
worked hard to make sure that 
when the time came, we would 
have the pinball license—and what 
a gigantic licensing deal it is! They 
felt we were the one pinball com-

June 11 premiere of Steven Spiel- 
berg’s latest venture on celluloid, 
“Jurassic Park,” based on Michael 
Crichton’s 1990 best-seller about 
genetically engineered dinosaurs 
that run roughshod on an island 
theme park. 

The film will be backed by an un- 
precedented $65 million licensing 
and promotional campaign. Over 
100 lucky licensees will sell 
“Jurassic Park” merchandise. one 
of them being Data East Pinball. 
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pany in the world that could do this 
project. 

“This is going to be one of the 
largest movie openings in history, 
and a lot of the theaters nation- 
wide have already booked it for a 
six-month run. McDonald’s is laun- 
ching a promotion with something 
like 100 million plastic cups, 500 
million bags, 500 million ham- 
burger wrappers. There will be 
millions of candy products, T- 
shirts, calendars, books, and so 
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forth promoting the movie. It’s all 
going to burst on the scene at the 
end of May.” 

Stan Winston, who brought his 
wizardry to such films as “‘Aliens”’ 
and “Terminator,” is responsible 
for making the dinosaurs come to 
life. “‘The Winston dinosaurs, 
which are robotic, are absolutely 
incredible,” Stern said. “Visualize 
a herd of 28-foot dinosaurs scream- 
ing across the jungle. Movie au- 
diences are going to be dazzled.” 

So how is Data East Pinball go- 
ing to capture all this in its game? 

‘First of all, we’ve done some

amazing display work,’ Kamin- 
kow said. “And we’ve developed 
something that’s very unique; it’s 
never been done before. We have 
an interactive, ball-eating Tyran- 
nosaurus rex in the middle of the 
playfield. It’ll watch the ball go 
around and around during game 
play, and then—without mirrors— 
literally bend over, open its mouth, 
chomp on the ball, and swallow it!”’ 

Added Stern, “This is not mag- 
nets or mirrors. The dinosaur is 
always out there roaring at the 
player and looking for a ball to eat. 
It’s not hidden away on the play- 
field for an occasional ap- 
pearance.” 

The Jurassic Park pin also 


shakes and has a special Taser gun 
on the front. “In addition, it’s got in- 
credible sound and backglass art, 
beautiful ramps, three flippers, 
and six-ball play, based on the 
point in the movie where every- 
thing breaks loose into chaos,” 
Kaminkow said. “There’s a piece of 
amber with a prehistoric mosquito 
in it, which again comes from the 
movie, and a variety of very ex- 
citing rules.”’ 

For the first time ever, Mc- 
Donald’s will allow a pinball ma- 
chine in its stores. “Clearly oper- 
ators should be contacting their

local McDonald’s to get Jurassic 
Park pinballs in there,” Kaminkow 
said. “We'll also be doing some- 
thing with Burger King in the 
future.” 

“The fact that we’re able to get 
pinball machines in McDonald’s is 
really exciting,” Stern said. “That’s 
a hell of an opening for operators, 
one that I hope they’ll take advan- 
tage of. We’re going to have the on- 
ly coin-op game that can capitalize 
on the ‘Jurassic Park’ pheno- 
menon.”’ 

Jurassic Park is undoubtedly 
Data East Pinball’s most ambi- 
tious game to date. Said Kamin- 
kow, “We've really pushed the en- 


velope with this one. It’ll be the

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standard by which everything else 
will be measured. And this has tru- 
ly been a team effort at Data East 
Pinball. If not for the efforts of 
everyone—manufacturing, pur- 
chasing, accounting—this ambi- 
tious project could not have been 
done.” 

Stern said some Jurassic Parks 
will be shipped domestically in ear- 
ly June, ‘“‘and the export market is 
already lined up with heavy 
orders. All I can say to operators is 
this: get them early, get them fast, 
and get them often, because the 
‘Jurassic Park’ craze is going to be

History. 

“It’s nice to have a hit game,” he 
said. ‘“‘We sort of ran into a dry 
spell after Captain America, but 
that was mainly because we were 
focused on pinball and other areas. 
The response at ACME toward 
Fighter’s History was exceedingly 
good. We tested it for a long period 
of time, and I think that’s paid off in 
the finished product. 

“Shipping began in early April in 
dedicated form, and probably by 
June we'll provide the game as a 
kit. There’s an awful lot of hard- 
ware in the marketplace that can

with us for a while. It’s just beginn- 
ing.” 

Licensed pinballs will continue to 
be in Data East Pinball’s future, in- 
cluding the follow-up to Jurassic 
Park, Arnold Schwarzenegger's 
Last Action Hero. 

“It’s been proven to the operator 
that there’s familiarity and longev- 
ity behind licenses,’ Kaminkow 
said. ‘For instance, our current 
product, Rocky and Bullwinkle, is 
enjoying the spinoff from Taco 
Bell’s $14 million promotional cam- 
paign. This kind of awareness can 
only help operators of Rocky and 
Bullwinkle pinballs.”’ 

Data East USA 

Out in California, things are hop- 
ping on the video and redemption 
fronts. Paul Jacobs, Data East 
USA executive vice president, 
began by talking about the com- 


pany’s latest video, Fighter’s 
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use a good, fresh kit like Fighter’s 
History. We're looking for a 
healthy run with it.” 

To play devil’s advocate, do 
players really want another 
fighting game? What sets Fighter's 
History apart from an already 
crowded field of fighters? 

“Is it just another fighting game? 
Well, certainly it has the basic 
fighting moves: punch, kick, hit,” 
Jacobs said. “And quite frankly, 
the controls are similar to the ones 
in Street Fighter II. But while 
distributors and operators say, 
‘Give us something new,’ and the 
manufacturers invariably attempt 
to do that, the fact of the matter is 
today’s player still likes fighting 
games. So why try to go against the 
grain? 

“Mortal Kombat and Time Kil- 
lers are Street Fighter II-type 
games, but with variations. The 
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same is true for our Fighter's His- 
tory. The playability is similar, but 
the theme involves male and fe- 
male characters fighting in front of 
the U.S. Capitol, in Japan, and in 
European countries. There’s a cer- 
tain theme to the whole thing that 
makes a good storyline. But ho- 
nestly, it’s the fighting genre that’s 
been successful, and if the mar- 
ket’s still there we ought to havea 
piece of it.”’ 

Jacobs says that the parent com- 
pany in Japan has decided, for the 
time being, not to make a foray in- 
to the virtual reality field. 

“T think Mr. Fukuda’s philosophy 
is to let the Segas and Namcos 
handle virtual reality-type product 
in the beginning,” he said. ‘““We’re 
certainly looking at digitized gra- 
phics and other things that en- 
hance conventional video play; we 
have to do that just to stay compet- 
itive. But as far as the large ma- 
chines that cost tens of thousands 
of dollars, we don’t think that’s our 
niche. We have another niche that 
Sega and Namco don’t have: our 
pinball division. That, combined 
with what we offer to the conven- 
tional video marketplace, provides 
us with a comfortable spot.”’ 

As for Data East USA’s redemp- 
tion activities, Jacobs believes 
Duck Race and Duplicator—in- 
troduced at ACME —will only en- 
hance the strong reputation the 
company has already built with 
Wacky Gator and Hop-A-Tic-Tac- 
Toe. 

‘‘Duck Race is obviously geared 
toward the very young players, say 
between the ages of 4 to 12,” he ex- 
plained. ““‘We didn’t think there 
were enough redemption games 
that cater to the small child; this 
does. It was debuted at ACME, but 
it’s really now in the testing stage. 
We feel that a redemption game 
must be tested for an exceedingly 
long period of time before bringing 
it to the marketplace. It isn’t just 
the game; it’s making sure you 
have the proper settings and are 


dispensing the right percentages. 

‘Duplicator is a little bit more 
broad-based. Small children can 
play the game, because it’s basical- 
ly Simon Says, which has been 
popular with all ages for a long 
time. But Duplicator also tests 
your memory and dexterity, which 
gets us the average-aged redemp- 
tion players and the younger 
players—not to mention grandma 
and grandpa.’ 

There’s still great demand for 
Wacky Gator and Hop-A-Tic-Tac- 
Toe, so much so that they will re- 
main in Data East USA’s portfolio 
of standard items. The company 
has incentive to see that the 
redemption part of the portfolio 
continues to grow, Jacobs says.

“We intend to remain a player, 
because redemption is a good, 
steady marketplace,” he said. “You 
don’t do tremendous numbers, but 
it’s much more level. When you 
develop a video game it’s sort of a 
hit-or-miss proposition. But if you 
have a nice redemption product 
that you can release every season, 
it certainly puts some stability in 
your financial statement.” 

For Data East USA, then, the 
goal is to be thought of as a com- 
pany equally versed in video, pin- 
ball, and redemption. “That’s ab- 
solutely true,” Jacobs concluded. 
“We feel that we can compete in all 
three of these areas, and we’d like 
to maintain that posture. The pin- 
ball business is fantastic, especial- 
ly in Europe, where we sell 60 per- 
cent of our games. Video and 
redemption are strong, too. In 
short, the future continues to look 
good for Data East USA.” 0 
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To make money, the first thing 
a jukebox has to do is 
Catch the eye.

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How can AMOA help 
the cigarette vendor in his 
battles with government? 
That was the focus of a 
meeting in early April bet- 
ween representatives of 
AMOA and various to- 
bacco companies. They 
got together at the 
NAMA Western Conven- 
tion and Trade Show in 
Anaheim, Calif. 

In attendance were 
Jack Kerner of Melo-Tone 
Vending, Tony Parina of 
Automatic Merchandis- 
ing, Paul Davis of T.D. 
Rowe Service (on behalf 
of Terry Davis, who 
couldn’t attend), and John 
Schumacher, AMOA ex: 
ecutive vice president. 
Representing the tobacco 
companies were Irv Otte 
of Brown & Williamson, 
Jack Regan of R.J. Rey- 
nolds, and Bob Pruett of 
the Tobacco Institute. Ar- 
thur Stevens of Lorillard 
couldn’t attend but had 
someone take minutes. 

Kerner is chairman ofa 
cigarette vending sub- 
committee that’s under 
the umbrella of the 
AMOA Vending Develop- 
ment Committee. Parina 
and Terry Davis are also 
members of the sub- 
committee. 

‘We felt there was a 
lack of communication 
from the manufacturer to 
the vendor; we were los- 
ing something through 
the Tobacco Institute,” 
Kerner said. “The sum 
and substance of what 


we re going to dois try an 
experiment. I set some- 
thing up here in Massa- 
chusetts that’s working 
fabulously. 

“We do a conference 
call once a week. In this 
conference call we have 
representatives from the 
vending association — 
which is myself — the con- 
venience store associa- 
tion, the candy and tobac- 
co wholesalers associa- 
tion, R.J. Reynolds, Philip 
Morris, and the Tobacco 
Institute. Sometimes we 
just say hello, because 
nothing is really going on. 
Other times someone will 
report a possible sampl- 
ing ban in East Oskosh, 
for example. So we mus- 
ter our forces, go to the 
hearing, listen to their 
side, and present ours. If 
we hadn't done this for 
the last year, the Health 
Department would've 
placed a cigarette ban in 
every community in Mas- 
sachusetts. Myself and a 
lot of other operators 
would’ve been put out of 
the vending business.”’ 

This sharing of informa- 
tion has worked wonders. 
Out of the 50 or 60 hear- 
ings attended, only two 
resulted in bans (which 
are being challenged in 
court), and that’s largely 
because the word got out 
too late to change things, 
Kerner says. Usually the 
explanation that lock-out 
devices are available 
satisfies the government. 
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“They're really not look- 
ing to put us out of 
business; they just hadn't 
heard our side of the 
story,” he said. 

Kerner and AMOA 
think this success story 
can be brought to a na- 
tional level. To that end, 
AMOA is exploring the 
idea of installing an 
800-number to take calls 
from cigarette vendors. 
“The calls would pro- 
bably be answered by an 
answering machine,’ 
Kerner explained. “If Joe 
in Louisville, Kentucky, 
has a problem, he will 
leave his message. Every 
day Brown & Williamson, 
R.J. Reynolds, Lorillard,

and the TI would call to 
find out where the pro- 
blems are. Within this 
framework, we're also go- 
ing to try to get each state 
association involved with 
a project like this. It would 
be acost to AMOA, but if 
it works out it'll be worth 
it. 

“For a first meeting, I 
think it was very suc- 
cessful. What really came 
out of it was this: if we 
don’t talk with one voice 
we won't have an in- 
dustry. I’m talking about 
the tobacco industry at all 
levels: manufacturing, 
wholesale, retail, and ven- 
ding.”’ 





Video lottery ruled 
constitutional in S.D. 


South Dakota Circuit 
Court Judge James 
Anderson ruled on April 7 
that the state’s video lot- 
tery program does meet 
the requirements set 
forth in the constitution. 
The ruling came in re- 
sponse to a lawsuit filed 
by a former legislator and 
two current legislators 
who challenged the con- 
stitutionality of video lot- 
tery. They plan to appeal 
the decision. 

In other South Dakota 
news, on the final day of 
the session the Legisla- 
ture voted to increase the

state’s share of video lot- 
tery proceeds (from 35 
percent to 36 percent) and 
raise both the operator 
and manufacturer license 
fees. 

For more information 
on these developments, 
with comments from op- 
erators, manufacturers, 
and the South Dakota 
Lottery, turn to this 
month’s “Video Gaming 
Outlook.” South Dakota 
also plans to implement 
nickel play; manufac- 
turers will submit soft- 
ware and hardware for 
testing.

We 
are here solely for the pur- 
pose of accumulating and 
disseminating informa- 
tion.” 

AMOA recently with- 
drew its support of the 
Video Gaming Alliance, 
an organization that pre- 
viously kept track of 
developments in the legal 
gaming arena.

Hello, frequent flyer 
mileage. Kevin Hayes has

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Read their lips, count 
their votes: Wisconsin cit- 
izens turned out on April 
6 to vote on, among other 
items, a binding constitu- 
tional amendment to limit 
gambling and five refer- 
enda questions related to 
gambling activities. The 
final numbers on the 
amendment: 59 percent to 
limit gambling, 41 percent 
against. 

The outcome of referen- 
da questions, each word- 
ed differently: to allow 
riverboat gambling — 56 
percent no, 44 percent 
yes; to restrict casinos — 
60 percent yes, 40 percent 
no; to allow video poker — 
66 percent no, 34 percent 
yes; to continue on-track 
betting — 53 percent yes, 
47 percent no; to continue 
the lottery — 74 percent 
yes, 26 percent no. These 
questions became moot 
with passage of the bin- 
ding constitutional 
amendment. 

Voter turnout (approx- 
imately one million) was 
higher than anticipated, 
partially due to other 
ballot measures, includ- 
ing elections for three va- 
cancies in the Legislature 
and a hotly.debated race 
for the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

The Wisconsin Amuse- 
ment and Music Opera- 
tors and the Tavern 
League of Wisconsin 
were not in favor of the 
amendment. According 
to Joe Phillips, executive 
director of WAMO: “We 
focused our efforts pri- 
marily on the constitu- 
tional amendment. Our 
strategy was not to con-

tribute to any confusion 
that already existed in the 
phrasing of the referenda 
questions.” 

Phillips noted that 
WAMO and the Tavern 
League supported each 
other in a campaign 
directed by asingle public 
relations agency working 
on behalf of the two 
groups. 

Indian casinos also 
campaigned against the 
amendment, for under- 
standable reasons. Al- 
though Indian tribal com- 
pacts with the state run 
for seven years, Indian in- 
terests are concerned 
about the gambling 
climate in the state. 

Indeed, this mandate of 
the people may well stem 
from an overdose of cur- 
rent gambling action, pro- 
posed action, and exten- 
sive press on the subject. 
“The big city press has 
been relentless, unfair, 
and obsessed with the 
whole gaming question,’ 
said Phillips. 

In addition, many char- 
itable bingo games have 
been closed down due to 
competition from Indian 
casinos across the state 
(17 total). The citizenry 
may have had enough of 
gambling; their votes are 
a public affirmation of 
their feelings. 

Unlike many other 
states, Wisconsin is not 
facing a budget crunch. 
Unemployment is low 
and Gov. Tommy Thcmp- 
son has been able to stick 
to his approach of ‘‘no 
new taxes,” which sells 
well with the public.

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he cost of conducting video lot- 

tery business in South Dakota 
will go up on July 1. Coin machine 
operators and manufacturers are 
bracing for the pinch, following the 
Legislature’s last-day-of-session 
decision to raise the state’s share of 
revenue and significantly increase 
both operator and manufacturer 
license fees. 


When South Dakota instituted 
video lottery in October 1989, the 
state share of proceeds from the 
public/private partnership was 
22.5 percent. By 1991 that figure 
went to 25 percent and in 1992 
zoomed to the 35 percent ceiling 
figure allowed by law. 

It’s no surprise that the 


Legislature decided to rethink its 
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south Dakota squeeze: 
state hikes VLT fees 





share of the proceeds, considering 
the success of the program and the 
apparent view that video lottery is 
a bottomless pit of revenue. 
Although the state share in- 
crease appears low at a mere one 
percent, there are no guarantees 
that it will remain at this amount. 
Just look at the history over the 
last three years. Figures as high as

50 percent were proposed at one 
point, or a sliding scale that would 
have affected larger operations the 
most. 

Operator license fees were raised 
from $100 per machine per year to 
$250 per machine per year, or two- 
and-a-half times as much. This is 
less than Louisiana’s hefty $1,000 
per machine annual fee, but keep 
in mind that Louisiana’s state 
share is 22.5 percent (13.5 percent 
less deducted from net proceeds 
after customer awards). 


ing with video lottery. The fees 
were voted on the final day of the 
session. It was a budget matter as 
much as anything. It’s a way to 
raise what the lottery wanted for 
its budget without cost to the lot- 
tery.” 

The extra one percent and in- 
creased license fees will all be 
directed to Medicaid funding, ac- 
cording to Cris Tollefson, director 
of public relations for the South 
Dakota Lottery. There was a $6 
million shortfall in the Medicaid

Manufacturers face a jump from 
$5,000 to $20,000 annually, or four 
times as much. It may come down 
to a case of who has the deepest 
pockets. Lack of video gaming pro- 
gress in other states makes it dif- 
ficult for all but the biggest com- 
panies to sustain R&D depart- 
ments for this specialized market. 

How will these changes affect 
South Dakota operators? Large 
companies with 500 machines will 
pay $75,000 more to operate in 
fiscal year 1993-94, plus the addi- 
tional one percent to the state. In 
effect, the fee hike penalizes suc- 
cess: you re doing such a good job 
we re going to make you pay more 
to do it! 

While small companies face a 
lower annual fee, the fact that it’s 
being raised at all in a totally 
saturated market with very little 
growth potential could be enough 
to put extreme pressure on their 
businesses. 

In South Dakota, the reactions 
are varied. ‘“‘Don’t call yourself 
legislators,’ said one operator, 
understandably not in the best of 
moods. “Put on a mask and strap 
on aholster; you're holding us up!” 

On a calmer note, Dean 
Schroeder of Musivend in Sioux 
Falls, S.D., recounted that, “We 
had 16 bills in the Legislature deal- 


general fund, on which hinged 
qualification for two-for-one mat- 
ching federal funds. 

Bob Correa, president of the 
Music and Vending Association of 
South Dakota and Hasvold Ven- 
ding Co. in Sioux Falls, S.D., offered 
this perspective: “We still haven't 
put the debate to bed. The general 
debate in the ‘93 session was 
whether the state should take its 
share up to the 50 percent level. 
There seems to be an attitude that 
there are only two partners 
involved—the public sector (gov- 
ernment) and the private sector 
(operators and establishments to- 
gether as one entity). Legislators 
don’t understand the relationship 
between the operators and the lo- 
cations. They have not looked at 
the expense of doing business.” 

Correa explained that through- 
out the session a request was made 
for a two-year reprieve on future in- 
creases in the state’s percentage. It 
was not granted. Not only was the 
state share increased along with 
license fees, but an Interim Study 
Committee was voted to study the 
relationship between the public 
and private sectors. This may in- 
dicate that the state is still not cer- 
tain it is receiving the proper share. 

‘“‘We’re hoping the study will 
come out with some sound eco- 
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nomic advice to the Legislature,” 
said Correa. “If they continue to 
raise the state share they may put 
the entire system in jeopardy.” 

Legislators apparently came to 
the state capitol with a “no new 
taxes mentality.” Taking a bigger 
share of video lottery avoided the 
taint of an increased tax, at least in 
terminology. 

Said Correa: “The assumption is 
that net machine income is all pro- 
fit. It may be net income to the 
machine but it’s gross income to 
the industry. We have capital ex- 
penditures and the daily cost of 
operations to consider. 

‘What most concerns me is the 
attitude—the philosophical debate 
as to what is fair in a partnership 
arrangement. The state has a 
small investment in this program 
compared to the coin machine in- 
dustry. The industry is so regula- 
ted, unlike other industries. The on- 
ly way we have an opportunity to 
protect our income is through 
growth. We've been able to survive 
despite past increases because of 
continued growth. But since April 
1992 there’s been a decline. Opera- 
tors have a surplus of equipment in 
their shops right now.”’ 

He remains undaunted. “We're 
still optimistic. The system is good; 
it works. Our challenge right now 
is to further communicate with the 
public sector so they truly under- 
stand what it takes for the private 
sector to survive in video lottery. 
We don’t have aconsistent under- 
standing of how video lottery is 
run, who endures what expenses, 
and who gains what income. Our 
challenge this year is to doa better 
job of communicating with govern- 
ment.” 

Manufacturer comments 

There are 12 video lottery ter- 
minal manufacturers currently 
licensed in South Dakota: Bally 
Gaming, Big Ten Electronics, IGT, 
Merit Industries, PARS Elec- 
tronics, Premier Technology, Ram 
Star, Takasago, U.S. Games, Uni- 
versal, VLC, and WMS Gaming. 
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Several were contacted for com- 
ment on this new development. 

Peter Feuer, president of Merit 
Industries, expressed his feelings: 
“From a manufacturer’s point of 
view it’s a pretty steep increase, in 
view of the fact that the market is 
an established one and there’s not 
a surge of new equipment going in- 
to South Dakota. 

“The huge increase puts a heavy 
burden on manufacturers. They 
will have to somehow amortize this 
increase in the cost of the ma- 
chines, which will ultimately mean 
a higher price to the operators 
without a corresponding increase 
in revenue. In the long run it may 
hurt operators and lessen competi- 
tion—squeeze out the smaller 
manufacturers. I don’t know if 
that’s in the interest of the 
operators or the state.” 

Bally Gaming’s Jib Phelan, direc- 
tor of VLT business development, 
said, “The result of increasing the 
manufacturers’ fee by this amount 
will be a reduction in the number of 
companies able to offer their pro- 
ducts for sale in South Dakota. If 
this fee continues to rise, it could 
eventually reduce the level of price 
and product competitiveness.” 

As far as long-term effects are 
concerned, Phelan explained: “It is 
unusual for states to have manu- 
facturer fees much greater than 
$5,000 per year. But we are seeing 
legislation in some emerging juris- 
dictions that calls for fees as high 
as $25,000 per year. The industry 
needs to take care when setting or 
increasing its fees, as video lottery 
equipment could become the ex- 
clusive domain of only companies 
with available investment capital.” 

Charles Brooke, director of gov- 
ernment relations for VLC, said, 
“The manufacturer’s fee is a disin- 
centive for new manufacturers to 
penetrate the market and for 
established, yet smaller manufac- 
turers to achieve only a minimal 
degree of penetration. 

‘When you talk about increases 
as dramatic as 50 percent (as was

once proposed in South Dakota 
earlier this session) you've reached 
a level that everyone recognizes 
will do damage—a point of dimin- 
ishing returns.” 

Brooke acknowledged, “As more 
and more states get into video 
gaming programs, the industry 
continues to watch South Dakota 
as a bellwether. It’s a good indica- 
tion of how the public will react to 
a program as it matures. States 
must be vigilant that the Legis- 
lature appreciates what’s involved 
in operating the system.” 
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While valuable lessons can be 
learned from the experiences in 
South Dakota, not everyone at- 
taches the same importance to 
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Nickel play 

Another change coming in South 
Dakota is the impending nickel 
play, approved by the Lottery 
Commission in December 1992. 
Manufacturers have been asked to 
submit software and hardware for 
stand-alone nickel games or multi- 
denominational game configura- 
tions. They can develop their own 
pay tables but must keep within 
the realm of the maximum wager 
of $2 and maximum award of 
$1,000. The Lottery Commission 
has not yet decided how many 








machines in the limit of 10 will be 
allowed as nickel machines. 

A proposal was made in the ses- 
sion to allow two additional (nickle)

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South Dakota has a modest in- 
state budget of $560 million, with 10 
percent of that amount coming 
from the Lottery. Tollefson explain- 
ed, “South Dakota has to be 
creative because it’s a small state.” 

Will any new games be added 
down the road for even more 
player interest? Last December, in 
addition to nickel play, the Com- 
mission looked at implementing 
line-up games but the proposal fail- 
ed. Said Tollefson, “Because ofthe 
demands placed on the Lottery to 
raise revenue for the state, it may 
be considered again at a later 
time.” 

Constitutional challenge 

In the midst of the latest changes, 
South Dakota also faced a lawsuit 
challenging the constitutionality of 
video lottery. It was filed by Rep. 
Della Wishard (R-Prairie City), 
former Rep. Chuck Mateer (R-Belle 
Fourche), and former Sen. Henry 
Poppen (R-De Smet). On April 5, 
Circuit Judge James Anderson 
promised to render a ruling “as 
quickly as possible.” True to his 
word, on April 7 he ruled video lot- 
tery to be constitutional. An appeal 
is expected. 

At the heart of the lawsuit was 
the affirmation that video gambl- 
ing is unconstitutional because the 
state does not own the system and 
does not obtain the entire net pro- 
ceeds. The state does own the cen- 
tral computer system required for 
the program but is spared the ex- 
pense of purchasing, servicing, 
moving, replacing, and upgrading 
machines. 

It also claimed that voters did not 
have electronic gaming machines 
in mind when they voted in 1986 to 
change the constitution to allow a 
lottery. Regardless of that claim, it 
is a fact that when asked to vote on 
repealing video lottery (Initiated 
Measure #4) in November 1992, the 
referendum went down in defeat 
by a vote of 67-33. Clearly, South 
Dakota voters approve of video 
lottery. L)

Drastically cut back 
on break-ins 


M aking our cashboxes secure is 
probably the most neglected 
area in the coin-op business. It 
starts with the manufacturer, who 
claims that a particular game will 
earn $500-plus per week. Yet the 
game comes from the factory with 
a 50-cent lock and four screws 
securing the cashbox! 

Does that make any sense at all? 
The same is true for ‘“‘deluxe’’ 
games that cost as much as 
$12,000. A six-year-old could get in- 
to the cashbox with a toy 
screwdriver. 

What is fascinating to me is that 
many who are willing to spend that 
much for a game and, therefore, ex- 
pect to make big bucks in the 
cashbox are not willing to spend 
more than $10 to protect their 
sizable investment. Even the 
typical video game that costs 
$3,000 and is expected to earn its 
keep should be adequately pro- 
tected. Ten bucks ain’t gonna get 
the job done! 

Much more could be done in 
designing cashboxes currently be- 
ing used in the coin-op business. 
But for now, we have to make do 
with what we have to work with. So 
let’s smarten up and do a better job 
of protecting them ourselves. 

In the first part of this article I am 





going to discuss padlocks. 
However, first let me mention that 
in writing about security, you must 
be careful about describing the 
ways our games are broken into. 
We want to inform our fellow 
coinmen, but we don’t want to 
educate potential thieves on how 
to get into our machines. 

Of course, the pros already know 
most of the tricks. There are gangs 
that travel the country breaking in- 
to coin-operated anything as a pro- 
fession. With this in mind, we want 
to protect our machines from the 
type of break-in where the thieves 
want to get in and out of the 
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cashbox fast and clean without 
any noticeable damage. 

You see, if they damage the 
machine “the bank is closed”; that 
is no good for them. They definite- 
ly don’t want our machines out of 
order because they won't be able to 
come back every other day and 
remove the money from the al- 
ready open game. It interferes with 
their cash flow! 

What about the cops, you ask? 
Forget it. These thieves have been 
arrested hundreds of times and in 
most cases are back on the street 
hitting coin-operated machines 
before you've had time to put on 
new locks. Those who did prison 
time used their incarceration to im- 
prove their skills at breaking into 
the games. Now they’re out doing 
their job better than ever. 


The right padlock 

Padlocks are not the only factor 
in securing a cashbox, but they are 
important. You should know a few 
vital facts about them. Remember 
this: a thief is going to get into the 
machine from the easiest point and 
many times it’s the padlock. 

The padlock you use must have a 
shackle large enough so a bolt cut- 
ter small enough to be hidden 
under a shirt or trousers leg will 
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not be able to cut through it. If your 
padlocks are too small, you are a 
sitting duck. Also, make sure that 
the shackle is held shut with a ball 
bearing and not a pin. This makes 
it impossible to pry open. 

Never buy a padlock from your 
local hardware store, especially if 
you are using keyed-alike locks.

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same brand and it will look exact- 
ly like yours. Then you will have to 
break into your own machine! Yes, 
I’ve seen it done. 

Some operators who insist on us- 
ing over-the-counter padlocks 
don’t even bother to remove the 
code that is printed on each 
padlock. The thief simply has to 
read it and get the correct key from 
his collection the first time. Now 
that he knows “your key,” off he 
goes to find the rest of your 
machines. If you happen to be ser- 
vicing a chain of stores, it’s all over 
for you in a very short time.

No cheap keyway 

Now that you are convinced that 
you should buy a padlock with a 
large shackle that locks with a ball 
bearing from a lock dealer, not 
Home Depot, you decide to buy one 
with a cheap keyway to keep the 
cost down. Wrong—big mistake. I 
couldn’t believe my eyes when I 
saw a guy take two paper clips and 
in less than five minutes open such 
a padlock (the kind I used to use). 

Not only can they be picked, but 
keys to open cheap locks can be 
fabricated quite easily and then 
copied. It broke my heart when I 
bought my first batch of padlocks, 
costing $10 each; I was accustomed 
to paying $3.95 or less. But that was 
the day I got smart. That memor- 
able day was eight years ago and I! 
can say that I have never had a 
lock picked or cut since. 

My unwillingness—like many of 
you out there—to pay more for a

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good padlock to protect my cash- 
boxes cost me dearly. Fortunately, 
I woke up early enough to make 
other remarkable discoveries. I'll 
share with you later a new weak 
link to the cashbox that ever- 
persistent professionals found. 
Here’s a quick check list for 
padlocks: large shackle; ball 
bearings—not locking pins; high- 
security keyway with a registered 
code that only you will be guaran- 
teed to have; and locks purchased 
only from a reputable lock dealer. 


The hasp 

Now that you have proudly pur- 
chased padlocks meeting all of the 
criteria, the question is ‘““what to 
hang the lock on?” 

Obviously, you need some kind 
of hasp. There are hundreds of 
them. Although there are a few 
good ones, the majority are use- 


less. To be sensible, select a good didIspendlots ofmoney needless-

ly, I also lost a lot more money 
because I hung my beautiful, ex-

If you don’t mind using several 
different hasps for almost every oc- 
casion, you stand a better than 
average chance of protecting your 
machines. Some don’t like this 
method because it’s too customiz- 
ed. In many cases, when they’re 
finished with a particular machine 
they also are finished with the hasp 
because it can’t be attached to 
anything else. 

I have tried many hasps during 
my “growing up” period. Not only 


pensive padlocks on hasps that 
were easy to defeat. This was the 
weak link I promised to tell you 
about. It didn’t take thieves long to 
find it. 

Securing games with huge bars 
and massive hardware is totally 
unacceptable to many better loca- 
tions. They will not tolerate equip- 
ment that looks like Fort Knox. Us- 
ing hasps like this can hinder you if 
your route is a mix of locations. It 
makes rotation difficult and,

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besides, your games are still not as 
secure as they should be. I’m sav- 
ing the best for last and will explain 
shortly. 

Do not select a hasp whose in- 
genuity centers around protecting 
the shackle of your padlock. 
You've already spent the money on 
padlocks that protect themselves. 
Now you need to protect the 
cashbox.

Be extremely careful when using 
hasps made of tempered steel or 
pot metal. Tempered steel is good 
only if the heating process is care- 
fully controlled, yielding a product 
that is uniform and not “hit-or- 
miss.” In an effort to keep the price 
down, tempered metal used for 
hasps in our industry is mostly of 
the hit-or-miss variety. 

Want to have some fun while 
proving a point? If you have a hasp 
that was tempered (they usually do 
this after the hasp is punched and 
bent to the desired shape) on any of 
your machines, hit it a sharp blow 
with a piece of pipe or other piece of 
metal. The ones that were the 
“misses” will shatter like glass. 
You'll have a harder time with the 
“hits.” The famous J-hasp is a good 
example of this—designed to pro- 
tect the padlock more than the 
game. 

Keep in mind that we are trying 
to protect our machines from 
break-ins during business hours. 
There is not much we can do if 
night-time break-ins occur. I’ve 
heard operators reason that they 


would prefer for the thieves to take 
the money rather than damage the 
machine. My response to that ra- 
tionale is that experience has 
shown that night-time break-ins 
occur much less frequently than 
the ones during business hours. 
Thieves that wreck your games 
can only rob you once. A good thief 


expects you to replace your broken 
hasps and padlocks with more 
junk that is easy to get into. They'll 
return as long as the game is up 
and running. 

Recently one of my locations was 
broken into after business hours. 
The location had 24 machines and 
had they been easy to break into, 
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the thieves would have gotten to 
them all. Thanks to the hasps I use, 
I only had three damaged games 
and no money stolen. Time ran out 
and they gave up. 

The biggest drawback to any 
hasp (no matter how impressive 
and elaborate they appear to be)is 
that they are installed with nuts 
and bolts. Let’s take a look at the 
good old standard bar with a huge 
eyebolt that can’t be cut. How is 
that eyebolt held in place? With a 
lock washer and a nut. 

A wide variety of high-speed, 
battery-operated drills and ratchet 
wrenches, along with a multitude 
of attachments, are available at 
reasonable prices from just about 
anywhere. With the right attach- 
ment the nut is removed in about 
three seconds from the top door, 
the control panel, or the back door 
of a video game. 

The cash door can now be open- 
ed and then closed to look like 
nothing happened. Unless you tug 
on the bar, you won't notice the 
game has been broken into and the 
thief will be back to make more 
“collections.” 

I heard of a case where the air 


vent on one particular model was 
removed and a long extension us- 
ed. The thief did not even have to 
enter the game. If you have put 
silicone, glue, or other gunk on the 
thread as a deterrent, you pro- 
bably already know it only slows 
them down. 

Here’s another good one that 
happened to me: after gaining en- 
try through the back door of a 
game and unscrewing the nuts on 
an inferior hasp, the theives took 
the keys to the back door, which 
were hanging on the hook provid- 
ed by the coin door. Then they 
helped themselves to all the 
money, took the trouble to repair 
and relock the back door, and left 
no indication of the break-in. These 
thieves showed real promise in 
their thieving careers. 


The perfect hasp 
In my quest for the perfect hasp, 
I have tried many. I’ve even had 
people in the lock business propose 
custom designs that were even 
more expensive and still ques- 
tionable. Meanwhile, my Street 
Fighter ITs continued to be robbed. 
I’ve compiled a list of basic 
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specifications essential to making 
any security device worthy. These 
are the features of a hasp that has 
been protecting my games for 
nearly two years and! am pleased 
to report that I have not had one 
single hasp defeated. 

1) Price: not cheap. 

2) Quick and easy: it’s not too dif: 
ficult to install or remove. 

3) Intimidating: a would-be in- 
truder would think twice, yet it’s at- 
tractive and aesthetically accep- 
table for any location. 

4) Universal: can be installed on 
most games. 

5) No exposed threads: nothing 
should be able to be unscrewed 
with portable power tools, etc. 

The fact that I have not had any 
break-ins since I’ve been using this 
type of hasp has resulted in a huge 
savings to my company. This hasp 
is called The Ultimate Hasp and 
deservedly so. I never realized how 
much money I had been wasting 
on hardware and still games were 
being broken into. If your games 
are outfitted with The Ultimate 
Hasp and a good padlock, youcan 
rest assured that a would-be thief 
will move on to an easier target. 


Protecting both doors 

For those of you who do not like 
to put hasps on both the coin door 
and the cash door, there is asimple 
way to protect those el cheapo tin 
covers that go around the cashbox. 
Parts are off the shelf at any hard- 
ware store. Give me a call and I'll 
explain how it’s done. 

We'll also provide you with the 
phone numbers of our favorite lock 
manufacturers and spend a few 
minutes answering any questions 
you may have about padlocks and 
hasps.

And now a word 
from a locksmith 





You ve just finished reading operator Rich Holley’s ad- 
vice on securing your games. We’ve enlisted the additional 
assistance of a locksmith, whose opinion follows. Some of 
the information is similar to what Rich had tosay, but there 
are some added points to consider to make sure your money 
stays in the games until you want it out. Don’t be an easy 


target for would-be thieves. 


0 oin-operated machines must 
have a system of locking the 
coins away from the public. The 
coin box usually has some type of 
box or hatch that can be secured 
by either an internal “built-in” cam 
lock or a hasp and a padlock. 

As far as padlocks are concern- 
ed, strength is not the only con- 
cern. I’ve been a locksmith for 
three years and have seen about 
200 different padlocks. There area 
few key points to consider before 
purchasing locks for one machine 
or a whole group of them. 


Key control 

Restricted keys: Key control is 
the ease in which a key can be 
reproduced. Large companies may 
have one single key that fits all the 
machines’ locks. Once a disgruntl- 
ed employee gets access to that 
key, there could be problems.

To minimize this potential talk to 
your local locksmith about a high- 
security, exclusive locksmith- 
issued keyways system with keys 
that only he can reproduce. Ano- 
ther option is to inquire of padlock 
manufacturers about their own re- 
stricted keyways. Companies like 
Master Lock in Milwaukee, Wis.., 
or American Lock Co. in Crete, II1., 
have their own registered com- 
pany-based keys that can only be 
cut by the factory. 

Employee deposits: To deter 
employees from being tempted to 
take a key, you may consider ask- 
ing those who are issued keys to 
make a security deposit to be 
returned when the key is turned in.

are one of the strongest ways to 
keep a lock locked. They are vir- 
tually jimmy-proof and are decent- 
ly priced. 

Shackles: The padlock shackle 
should be resistant to shearing 
(bolt cutting). Although you want a 
padlock with the shackle diameter 
small enough to fit the hasp, try to 
choose one that has “hardened” or 
“case hardened” stamped on the 
shackle. 

The difference is that hardened 
means that the metal has been 
treated by the hardening process 
all the way through the shackle. 
Case hardened means that the 
shackle core is composed of softer 
metal, but the outside has a skin of 
hardened metal. Don’t necessarily 
confuse case hardened shackles 
with lower quality because the soft 
metal inside them is highly resis- 
tant to the physical abuses of 
cracking and fracturing. 
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Concealed shackles: One of the 
the best padlocks I’ve seen is one 
that doesn’t have ashackle. The il- 
lustration shows what the Ameri- 
can 2000 lock looks like. The shack- 
le is completely hidden from view 
once it is locked on the machine. 


The ability to re-key 

In a large system of padlocks 
that need to by keyed to fit a single 
key (or master keys), the padlock 
must have the ability to be taken 
apart. This gives whoever services 
the locks the ability to key the 
padlock to a different key or 
master key and to repair the lock 
instead of throwing it away. Re- 
quest the re-keyable option when 
buying a lock system. This will 
Save you money in the long run. 


Cost 
Although you should consider 
your system as “cheap insurance,” 
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don’t buy what you don’t need. For 
instance, brass padlocks are nice, 
but they're also what you wouldn’t 
need for indoor coin-operated 
machines. 

Order the brass option only 
when you're going to use the 
padlocks on machines placed in 
adverse weather conditions. Also, 
don’t buy padlocks with oversized 
shackles if you could use regular- 
sized ones. 


Talk with a professional 

The most important advice I 
could give you is to see your local 
locksmith or lock company repre- 
sentative. Discuss your needs in 
detail. They should be more than 
willing to work with you to make 
sure you are purchasing the lock- 
ing system that you need. LJ

uestion: Which ACME ‘93 
seminar set a record with 237 
in attendance? (Clue: the category 
of equipment that dominated the 
floor—again.) 

Answer: “Running Redemption 
with Profit in Mind.” This two-hour, 
packed-to-the-gills, 8 a.m. gather- 
ing took place on the exhibit floor 
in Redemption City. The knowled- 
geable panel included Frank Sen- 
insky of Alpha Omega, Rhonda 
Fletcher of Bonita Marie Interna- 
tional, and Sue Monday of Spirit 
Designs. 

Why venture into redemption? 
For starters, Seninsky wowed the

crowd with impressive numbers 
from arcades well stocked with 
redemption equipment. He ex- 
plained that family entertainment 


centers are becoming popular, 
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replacing the old arcade image of a 
place where kids hang around. 
Instead, the family entertain- 
ment center is a fun place to stop 
for entertainment close to home. 
It’s fast becoming a spot where 
mom and dad, teens and pre- 
schoolers can find something they 
like to play with tangible rewards 
at the redemption counter. 
Monday offered practical advice 
on how to “dress up” your location, 
focusing first on an entrance that 
must draw players into your loca- 
tion. ‘““The most inexpensive yet ef- 
fective way to liven up your center 
is by painting designs on the 
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Sophia Crompton plays Bay Tek’s child-size Clown Rolldown. 


walls,” she suggested. Kiosks and 
ceiling medallions can be used to 
suspend stuffed animals or themed 
decorations. “Major theming can 
run $150 per square foot,” noted 
Monday. 

“People want the same ex- 
perience they get at amajor theme 
park on a smaller scale,” she said. 
To achieve that goal, ‘““when laying 
out the game room create an ex- 
citing feeling and good signage tell- 
ing customers what they can win.” 

Monday cited several important 
elements in a successful family 
entertainment center: 1)asoft-play 
area for small children and child- 
size redemption games for little 
customers 10 years old or younger; 
2) a colorful, well-lighted redemp- 
tion counter with a good prize 
display that’s clearly divided and 
marked; 3) party rooms for small 
and large groups; and 4) games 
that can be enjoyed by customers 
up to age 82. (Most redemption 
games are easy to understand and 
have universally appealing 
themes.) 

Monday explained: “Once you 
buy a redemption piece it’s there 
for years and years. How you mer- 
chandise it is very important. Your 
redemption counter may have 
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more slum (low-end) merchandise 
because small children want im- 
mediate gratification. But don’t be 
afraid of higher-end merchandise. 
Customers who walk out and don’t 
come back won't be spending more

money in your location or talking 
to their friends. Get to know your 
customers and the merchandise 
they like, merchandise they will 
save for. 

‘Don't begrudge that customer 
turning in loads of tickets for the 
big prize. Instead, make a big deal 
over it.” This makes players feel im- 
portant and it creates an image for 
the location as one that really 
cares about its customers. 

Other advice from Monday: “De- 
termine the audience you want to 
target in order to better plan pro- 
motions and merchandise stock in 
your facility. Survey your custo- 
mers. Get involved with your com- 
munity. Study the local population. 
Track trends. Always strive to be 
better and better. You want repeat 
customers and referrals.”’ 

What general types of items 
should be in stock? According to 
Monday, logo items that reinforce 
the name of the location, seasonal 
items, sporting goods, and any- 
thing with the popular Barney din- 
osaur character. Fad items? “Get it 
while you can and move it.”’ 

Monday stressed the importance 
of having strict controls on the 
redemption counter—’’you have a 
lot of money invested here.”

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Fletcher emphasized the value of 
promotions, such as rewards for 
good report cards. “Pick a slow day 
and give it a special name and 
ticket value (example: Tricky Tues- 
day) to create excitement and draw 
customers in during a slow time. 
Be creative!”’ 

Creative thinking applies to mer- 
chandise buying as well. Get mer- 
chandise at auctions and stock a 
high volume of small items that 
will go fast. Said Fletcher: “The key 
to customer satisfaction is keeping 
them happy. Give them the mer- 
chandise!” 

What to do with merchandise 
that won’t move? Lower the points 
needed to win the prize. Get it off 
the shelf and make room for more 
desirable items. 

Party rooms occupied a fair 
amount of seminar time. General 
advice: 1) provide lockers for birth-

Bringing a New World of Prize Dispensing Games. 
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Doug Skor 








T his year, World Wide Distri- 
butors of Chicago is celebra- 
ting its 50th year of serving the 
coin-op industry. The company’s 
extensive history is dotted with 
familiar names and personalities. 

Five decades ago World Wide 
Distributors was founded by Allen 
J. Stern who, like many others dur- 
ing the war years, saw a future in 
supplying pinballs and jukeboxes 
for inexpensive entertainment. 
When he passed away in 1961, the 
company was sold to a group of 
businessmen who took over for a 
short time before selling to the 
legendary New York business 
mogul, Meshulam Riklis. In 1981, 
Nathan Feinstein (who had been 
president for about 18 years)

retired and Fred Skor (who had 
been with the company since 1949) 
was appointed president. Four 
years later Fred bought the 
business. 

Fred said that it was always a 
dream to own World Wide, but he 
never thought it would happen. He 
was just out of his teens and going 
to night school at Roosevelt Uni- 
versity 44 years ago when he plac- 
ed a ‘situation wanted” ad in the 
paper. Stern hired him as a book- 
keeper “for very little money,” Fred 
recalls. Although not in his original 
plan for the future, when he gra- 
duated with a degree in accoun- 
ting, Fred continued on with World 
Wide. 

He remembers well the 6,000- 
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Fred Skor 





square-foot building and the six 
employees that made up World 
Wide when he first started. Many 
of his friends thought he was in a 
rough business with an unsavory 
reputation. “I never could unders- 
tand that because we alwaysrana 
reputable, clean business. But I 
learned that the industry’s image 
was often misunderstood,” Fred 
said. 

In 1984 at the height of what 
came to be known as the video 
bust, World Wide faced its first 
year of losing money. ‘“‘The in- 
dustry looked like it was collaps- 
ing. That was the catalyst that 
made Riklis decide to sell the 
business. World Wide has now 
been in business 50 years and that 
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Bob Danko 


was the only year it lost money. It 
was the next year! bought it,” Fred 
explained. 

Looking back at the industry’s 
darkest days, Fred shudders to 
think what could have happened. 
However, his faith in the industry 
never wavered and he says he 
learned early that the industry has 
its peaks and valleys. “All of us 
learned a valuable lesson during 
the video bust: be cautious about 
how we do business. I have a great 
admiration for distributors be- 
cause they have to think fast and 
can’t afford to make too many mis- 
takes. If they do they won't be 
around,” he said. 

Under Fred’s leadership, World 
Wide not only survived but thriv- 
ed. she company has expanded its 
horizons, selling new NSM phono- 
graphs, new games, and vending 
equipment, as well as focusing on 
selling the best used equipment 
available and exporting to all parts 
of the world. ““When we recondi- 
tion a game, it is virtually a new 
game,’ Fred explains. 

A visit to the World Wide office is 
quite an experience. You get ex- 
hausted just watching the 35 
employees bustle around in what 
can only be described as organized 
chaos. You realize that these peo- 
ple are more than simply people

who happen to work in the same 
building. It’s more like a family at- 
mosphere, in which Fred takes 
great pride. Finding a few minutes 
to chat with Fred may be your big- 
gest challenge as the intercom 
buzzes with messages and the 
phone rings off the hook. However, 
Fred is in his glory as he wheels, 
deals, and makes decisions. 

“This industry is full of wonderful 
people and I think that’s why I love 
it,’ he reflects during a rare quiet 
moment. ‘““Our company finds 
great loyalty in its customers and 
we extend to them all we can. We 
believe that if the operator is suc- 
cessful, we will be successful.”’ 

While hesitant to talk about his 
own accomplishments, Fred is 
quick to praise those around him. 
His eyes light up as he talks about 
his wife Kitty, who is the com- 
pany’s computer programmer.

; rank Jr. worked at the com- 

pany after school and on hol- 
idays like many boys whose 
fathers were in the coin-op in- 
dustry. However, he didn’t grow up 
just knowing that he was going to 
follow in his dad’s footsteps. In fact, 
Frank says it happened by acci- 
dent — an accident we're glad hap- 
pened! Frank Jr. is treasurer of the 
American Amusement Machine 
Association (AAMA) and last year 
was elected to serve on the 
American Coin Machine Expo 
(ACME) show committee. Frank 
Jr.’s brother Vince also joined the 
business about seven years ago. 

While Frank Jr. is quite know- 
ledgeable about all aspects of the 
business, we asked him for some 
time to discuss the rather complex 
vending side of his business. 

How many of your music and 
games customers are also into 
vending? 

It’s a harder question than you 
think because you could mean 
traditional vending, cigarette ven- 
ding, or full-line vending. 

OK, it looks like I should ask you 
first to define the various types of 
vending. 

There are two basic categories of 
vending operator. The first is full- 
line vending, which includes can- 
dy, chips, soda, food, snack, coffee, 
cigarettes, etc. The other base of 
vending is a separate category we 
call the four Cs—candy, canned 
drinks, coffee, and cigarettes. 
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These operators don’t tend to 
operate in traditonal full-line 
locations. 

When you added music and 
games to your business, did many 
of your vending customers get into 
that type of equipment? 

We started handling music and 
games in 1983. We were already a 
Rowe distributor, so adding Rowe 
jukeboxes was our first step into 
music and games. We started look- 
ing at the stable products in the in- 
dustry, which at that time were 
music, darts, pool tables, and odd- 
ly enough, trivia games. We con- 
tacted companies that handled 
that equipment and began there. 
We also added some game lines 
when we bought Bally Distributing 
in 1985. 

We got a lot of new customers 
when we added music and games. 
There weren't a lot of vending 
customers that suddenly started 
operating music and games. It was 
two separate groups and it re- 
mains two distinct groups. We 
handle the two separately with 
sales and service. The crossover is 
not a big percentage. 


If a music and games operator 
decided to get into vending, what 
would he most likely do? 

The easiest step would be to 
operate canned soda or glass-front 
snack machines. Game operators 
have to understand that vending is 
a very different business. 
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What are some of the things they 
may not understand? 

Music and game operators are 
not familiar with buying product 
and reselling it, which you do with 
vending. They are selling time on 
games. They haven't had to deal 
with inventory. 

What are some other unique 
characteristics of vending as op- 
posed to music and games? 

When a music and games 
operator refers to his route, he is 
talking about his whole company. 
A vending operator may have five 
routes within the company. Each 
route consists of anumber of loca- 
tions that can be serviced by one 
driver. The drivers on each route 
load up a variety of product before 
they leave the office in the morn- 
ing. They stock merchandise, 
remove the old product, etc. They 
are doing much more than simply 
collecting money. 


Many operators are operating 
redemption equipment and have 
redemption counters to contend 
with. Is it similar to vending? 

The only way it’s similar is that 
they are purchasing merchandise 
for resale. If an operator is opera- 
ting redemption, it doesn’t mean he 
can easily get into vending. 

What have been some of the new 
products in vending that have 
made an impact? 

In the past 12 to 14 years, there 
has been equipment that has 
helped revolutionize vending. The 
most remarkable was the glass- 
front snack machine. It took the 
mystery away from making pur- 
chases out of a vending machine. 
Before, the customers deposited 
their money, pulled a knob, and 
hoped that the product displayed 
in the window was, in fact, the one 
that was delivered. With the glass- 
front machine, it became like a 
shopping market. Customers 
could walk up to the machine, look 
at all the items for sale, make their 
choice, and know that’s what they 
would get. It was a good move on 


the manufacturers’ part because 
companies like M&M/Mars, Frito- 
Lay, etc., spend a lot of money 
packaging their products with the 
idea of attracting customers to 
their products. The vending ma- 
chine manufacturers are letting 
the customer be enticed by that 
packaging since he can now see it. 


coffee in the morning, so when they 
pushed the button they were get- 
ting a cup of that. The industry 
really has been brewing coffee one 
cup at a time, but consumers 
weren t aware of that. 

However, the new bean grinder 
machines have a glass panel in the 
front for the customer to see the

Did revenues go up with the 
glass-front machines? 

They went up tremendously. The 
next big thing was on the coffee 
side of the business. Coffee ma- 
chines now are able to grind coffee 
beans for each individual cup of 
coffee. Again, some of the mystery 
was removed. People used to think 
that someone came in and brewed 


beans grinding. These machines 
raised revenue for coffee vending. 
Recently, that machine was taken 
a step further by offering two dif- 
ferent cup sizes: small and large. 
Now they've also added other 
choices like French Vanilla, Cap- 
puccino, etc. The idea is to bring to 
the consumer products that new 
generations will like. 


DILOPROSAURUS 
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Are customers as resistant to 
price increases in vending as they 
are in music and games? 

Traditionally, they resist a little. 
But the vending operator has a 
distinct advantage over game 
operators. Vending customers buy 
the products at the retail level in 
grocery stores, so they are aware of 
price increases. Also, when prices 
are raised it can be by anickelora 
dime; in the game industry to raise 
a price it has to be from a quarter to 
50 cents. That’s a big jump. 

Are vending operators and 
manufacturers pushing for a 
dollar coin even though they can 
raise prices by a nickel? 

Yes, they are working hard to get 
a dollar coin. Let’s back up to an 
earlier question about what has 
changed in the vending industry. 
When they put dollar bill accep- 
tors on vending machines it in- 
creased sales dramatically. That 
was another step in revolutioniz- 
ing the industry. 

The National Automatic Mer- 
chandising Association (NAMA) 
has spent several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in efforts to have 
dollar coin legislation passed. 
There are distinct advantages for 
vending operators: there’s the feel- 
ing that coins spend easier than 
bills, handling paper currency is 
cumbersome, and the paper bill 
does not have a very long life. Bill 
acceptors become a little fussy 
about accepting older bills. Ven- 
ding operators would save money 
in equipment purchases because 
bill acceptors would not be rec- 
quired on all equipment. Dollar 
coins would make the machines 
more user-friendly. 

Have vending operators had a 
pricing problem that would be 
helped by a dollar coin? 

They have had some on certain 
items and a dollar coin could help 
there. But it’s nothing like the pro- 
blems faced by music and games 
operators when they try to raise 


prices. The industry needs a dollar 
coin, no doubt about it. 

Are vending operators finding 
success with debit cards? 

They are to some extent and I 
believe everybody is interested. A 
debit card system, as we know it to- 
day, is designed for locations with 
a captive audience like factories, 
large offices, or large arcades. The 
concept is to get the consumer to 
buy the debit cards with as much 
credit as they want to purchase. 
They then put the cards in the 
machine and credit is taken off the 
card. 


Do you think more music and 
games operators will start looking 
into vending alternatives? 

Yes, because we see more and 
more operators interested every 
year. But many of those consider- 
ing it decide not to do it. 

Why do they decide not to get in- 
to it? 

On the surface, even to the 
average guy on the street, the ven- 
ding business looks a lot easier 
than it really is. They look at how 
much cash is taken in and don't 
realize what is involved in opera- 
ting. That goes for music and

The system could be handled 
manually via a cashier; there’s also 
equipment, similar to a bill 
changer, that could load the card 
with credit. 

Do you think debit systems will 
become more widespread in the 
future? 

Yes, Ido. The concept is in its in- 
fancy right now and still expensive. 
But once it gains momentum, the 
price will drop and it should be 
more widely used. We have a few 
customers who are using the debit 
system in large arcades. They’ve 
put card readers on games and 
redemption equipment. The custo- 
mer receives a card when he walks 
into the arcade, buys credit, and 
uses it to play games. If he’s play- 
ing a redemption game, the ticket 
values also can be put on the card. 
The next time he comes in, he can 
use the same card for playing 
redemption games and it'll keep 
track of ticket values. Redemption 
games have a reader/writer, 
which keeps track of how many 
tickets are won. 
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games, too. There’s more to it than 
you think. It always looks easy 
when you're on the outside looking 
in. 

How’s the cigarette vending 
business now that legislation is 
passing all over banning or curb- 
ing smoking? 

Most of the full-line vending 
operators are operating very few 
cigarette machines today. Part of 
the reason is the no smoking office 
buildings, etc. It’s just not a big 
item anymore. The music and 
games operators are still operating 
cigarette machines in bars and 
that type of location, but the 
business has shrunk. We sell very 
few cigarette machines. Not too 
many years ago we sold hundreds 
every year; today we only sell— 
new and used—about 40 or 50 a 
year. 

For the most part a cigarette 
machine is used to accommodate a 
location more than being the 
primary money-maker. 

Since you started in vending and 
evolved into music and games, is 
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vending still the largest percen- 
tage of your business? 

Actually music and games are 
over 60 percent of our business. 
However, vending machines have 
a much longer life span, similar to 
pool tables or jukeboxes. They last 
much longer than most amuse- 
ment games. 

What are you looking for in the 
future of vending? 

New products are always com- 
ing out. We goto the NAMA shows 
to see the new products and what's 
corning in the future. For example, 
there’s countertop vending units 
that are opening up new locations 
for vending. The vending equip- 
ment manufacturers are looking 
for ways to help the vending 
operator service smaller locations. 
Locations with 300 or 400 employ- 
ees are far less in number than 
they were a few years ago. Conse- 
quently, vending operators are try- 
ing to figure out ways to service 
smaller locations. The manufac- 
turers have picked up on that need 
and are offering machines for loca- 
tions of 50 employees. The smaller 
machines also keep the cost down 
for the operator. 

I think that some of the things to 
keep your eye on for the future are 
in the food area. Manufacturers of 
frozen foods are going to come out 
with products that will be available 
for sale through vending ma- 
chines. The possibilities are limit- 
less, considering the availability of 
microwave ovens. 

If you were talking to a music 
and games operator thinking 
about getting into vending, what 
would be your advice? 

I would take him to visit with a 
vending operator to get a feel for 
what the business is all about. 
Anyone considering getting into 
vending should totally understand 
it. He should know how competi- 
tive the business is; it’s a $22 billion 
industry! He must know what ser- 
vices will be required of him by the 
locations. Basically, anyone with

There’s a general consensus that 
the operating community is be- 
coming much more professional 
than it was years ago. Do you think 
more of these people will begin 
looking at vending? 

I agree that operators are becom- 
ing more professional. They will 
have the resources to seek out new 
opportunities; vending will be one 
of those opportunities. The second 
generation coming up through the 
industry tend to be college gradu- 
ates. Also, it’s a lot more difficult to

Everyone looks at their businesses 
a lot closer. 

Is there anything else about ven- 
ding that you would like to add?

The Rowe GCV-320 glass-front 
can vendor features a brightly lit 
window display that attracts atten- 
tion and encourages impulse buy- 
ing; up to eight different soft drink 
selections; a choice of conventional 
stand-alone, master, or companion 
configurations; interchangeable 
front panels; insulated, durable 
Thermapane for clear-view mer- 
chandising glass front; a quick 
disconnect vend assembly (no tools 
required); a Rowe UBA bill accep- 
tor; and the availability of generic 
bubble-front styling. 

After six years of extensive 
testing, Ore-Ida’s Vend Fry 
machine will come to market in 
September. Rowe will manufac- 
ture and distribute it and share the 
marketing function with Ore-Ida. 
The shoestring potatoes, which are 
prepared in 35 seconds, receive 
special hot-air cooking in a convec- 
tion oven; they are not deep-fried in 
the machine. This no-oil method 
results in less fat and fewer 
calories than traditional fast-food 
fries. The potatoes are kept frozen 
until used. 

The company’s assortment of 
vending machines also included 
the Model 425 coffee vendor, the 
Model 5900 Jr. snack/candy ven- 
dor, and the Model 406Z cold drink 
vendor.

100 percent natural juices; mini- 
vegetable meals; salads; sand- 
wiches; and Mexican dishes. 
They’re vended in a sealed, 
tamper-proof container that’s date- 
coated to ensure freshness. 

The California Crystal Pure 
Drinking Water machine vends 
pure drinking water. It uses carbon 


filters and a reverse osmosis pro- 
cess for optimum quality and taste. 
No drain is required. A Total 
Dissolved Solids meter monitors 
the quality of the clean water. 
When the green LED is illumin- 
ated, the route operator knows 
that it’s time for filter removal and 
cleaning. 


No special power is required for 
the company’s french fry machine; 
it uses standard 115 volt AC, 20 
amp outlets. Also not required are 
water lines, drains, special ventila- 
tion, refrigeration, tools, or special 
maintenance. The “California 
Fries” dehydrated potatoes have a 
one-year shelf life without refrig- 


The growing popularity of cashless vending 


ne of NAMA’s many educa- 

tional seminars focused on a 
relatively new—and increasingly 
popular—concept in vending: debit 
(pre-paid) card technology. Entitled 
“Enhancing Growth Through 
Cashless Vending,’ the session was 
moderated by Stan Ledbetter of 
Restaurant Enterprises’ in 
Lafayette, Ga. 

Ledbetter, a third-generation food 
service operator, introduced the 
pre-paid card system to his com- 
pany in 1984. He did it as a way to 
separate Restaurant Enterprises 
from its competition, to give it a 
marketing edge in the battle for 
new accounts. The system is cur- 
rently being used in public schools, 
blue-collar plants, universities, and 
hospitals. 

Les Lenzner, a retired vending ex- 
ecutive, says a debit card system 
must be able to do something that 
another system can’t, or do it better. 
“Otherwise, what’s the point?” he 
asked rhetorically. 

Penal institutions are a good ex- 


ample of locations that have en- 
joyed tangible benefits from a debit 
card system, Lenzner says. The in- 
mate goes to the commissary and 
asks that a certain value be put on 
his debit card. Results have shown 
that cashless vending increases 
machine sales and keeps the in- 
mate from spending money on sex, 
drugs, gambling, and other ac- 
tivities that the administration tries 
to prevent. The inmate is also more 
unlikely to get strong-armed by his 
fellow prisoners for cash. 

A large number of institutions 
have a debit card system in place, 
or have a pilot program underway. 
“The inmates don’t like it; they re- 
sent it,’ Lenzner said. “But so far 
they haven’t been taking their 
anger out on the machines.” 

Charles Barry, an administrator 
at two northern California facili- 
ties, says vending machine sales 
there have gone from $35,000 to 
$52,000 a week since a cashless ven- 
ding system was installed. 

Industrial situations like meat- 
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packing or chicken-processing 
plants have embraced debit cards. 
“These people don’t want to have to 
fish in their pockets for loose 
change, what with all the stuff they 
have on their hands,” Lenzner said. 
“It’s much easier just to reach for 
that card.” 

But perhaps the most ideal loca- 
tion/card match-up exists at col- 
lege universities. Instead of a stu- 
dent carrying multiple cards for 
identification, the meal plan, snack 
bars, copying machines, washer/ 
dryers, dorm entry, etc., one card—a 
debit card—can do it all. When the 
amount of money on the card runs 
down, the student inserts it in an 
automatic debit machine, which 
transfers money from the parents’ 
bank account to the card. 

The parents, of course, love the 
accountability of the debit card. 
“Dad knows that his daughter is 
spending the money on campus,” 
Lenzner concluded. “‘She’s not 
downtown buying red shoes with 
seven-inch heels with the card.” (J 
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eration. A three-gallon hot oil 
chamber holds cholesterol-free 
Canola vegetable oil (there’s also a 
five-gallon replenishment supply 
reservoir). 

Finally, the California Cards-To- 
Go machine allows the user to 
create a professional business 
card, personal card, post card, 
memo announcement, or invita- 
tion instantly, all from a wide varie- 
ty of formats. It has a vend capaci- 
ty of 6,000 cards. 

e Crane National Vendors: The 
company’s Refreshment Center 3 
snack and hot drink merchandiser 
sells candy and snacks on the 
same shelf. Every divider is easily 
removed to convert to either candy 
or snack. Each shelf tilts forward at 
45 degrees, making it easy to reach 
even the upper shelves. 

As for the hot drinks, a unique 
drip-method brewing process pro- 
duces true “restaurant-style”’ cof- 
fee. There are optional kits for cap- 
puccino/espresso and hot choco- 
late. “‘Auto-Rinsan,” a pre-pro- 
grammed, electronically controll- 
ed rinse/sanitation system, auto- 
matically cleans the brewer and 
drink systems. 

Crane’s Coldtron cold drink mer- 
chandiser handles a variety of cup 
sizes—from nine ounces up to 18. 
Selections include four, five, or six 
flavors with tea, with sparkling 
water, or with both; seven or eight 
flavors with sparkling water; and 
ice, no ice, extra ice, carbonated, or

non-carbonated—for 54 total cus- 
tomer variations. Electronic fea- 
tures include self-diagnostics, data 
recall for total machine sales and 
each individual selection, and in- 
dividual pricing for every selection. 

The company also exhibited its 
Frozen FoodTron frozen food ven- 
dor, Snack Center 1 and 2 snack 
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merchandisers, Shoppertron cold 
food merchandiser, and Hot Drink 
Center hot drink merchandiser. 


e Automatic Products: AP’s 110 
Series Snackshop machines— 
Models 111, 112, and 113—all fea- 
ture a customer-friendly control 
center that allows the operator to 
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use either 24 or 115 volt changers 
and validators. A programmable 
scrolling display lets the operator 
create selling messages and in- 
structions in 10 languages. 

The three models correspond to 
an operator’s varying vend space, 
but they all share these traits: con- 
vertible and adjustable shelving; 
dual snack spiral capabilities; a bill 
validator; debit card interfacing; a 
gum- and mint-dispensing system;

All 
meats are U.S.-grown lean beef 
and pork; only 100 percent whole 
milk mozzarella cheese is used. 

¢ Innovative Distributors of 
America: No-nonsense pantyhose 
are vended in this company’s ma- 
chine, a natural for office buildings 
with female employees. A variety 
of sizes and colors are carried in 
the machine, which also features a 
Coinco coin changer, a Mars bill 
validator, powder-coated paint, 
and a two-line digital display. It 
receives power from a standard 
wall outlet and comes as a wall or 
floor mount. 

In response to operator demand 
for machines that fit in a smaller 
area, reduced-size or countertop 
vending machines were shown by 
such companies as Vendx Market- 
ing, LoBo Sales and Marketing, 
Polyvend Inc., and Lock America

Wercome to a new feature in 
Play Meter. I have agreed to 
write this column periodically 
because a) I can type 60 words per 
minute, b) it keeps me out of the 
shop (my employees support that), 
and c) maybe I can occasionally 
suggest something that may bene- 
fit readers. I welcome your input 
and any topic ideas. I can general- 
ly be reached at my office, (316) 
262-3538. 

The name of our company is 
Chilton Vending and Billiards, 
located in Wichita, Kan. I won't go 
into great detail about the com- 
pany, but some background infor- 
mation is necessary to explain my 
point of view on issues discussed 
later. 

My father, Stan Chilton, started 
the company almost 50 years ago. 
I have been working with him full 
time since 1982. We have never 
manufactured a piece of equip- 
ment to sell, and never distributed 
new equipment to operators. How- 
ever, we do turn our inventory fre- 
quently to keep the equipment 
fresh. We completely refurbish all 


of our machines and sell them to 
other operators and sometimes to 
the home market. 

The most important point here is 
that we are a mid-size amusement 
machine company. Our vending 
operation consists of cigarettes 
(10%), cranes (30%), and redemption 
equipment (18%). The balance of 
equipment is videos and pins (29%), 
jukeboxes (8%), and coin-op pool 
(5%). 


The amusement business is uni- 
que. With a video game the majori- 
ty of the income, after paying com- 
missions, goes to paying for the 
machine. Simple enough. You take 
half and leave half behind. I can 
say from experience that closely 
tracking your cost of goods percen- 
tages, and combining that with win 
frequencies, is the difference bet- 
ween making good income from 
your “vending” machines or break-

Did you say vending included 
cranes and redemption? Absolute- 
ly. In my mind a vending machine 
is defined as a coin-operated device 
that dispenses a tangible product. 
I remember our first cranes and 
how we tried to learn how to 
schedule them. It didn’t take long 
to realize the major expense of 
product. 
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ing the financial back of your 
company. 

In the early days (and currently) 
I never liked hearing my accoun- 
tant explain that we made good 
money on the crane route last 
month, but have nothing to show 
for it because we increased our in- 
ventory of prizes as well. That’s no 
good. You made money but had

nothing to show for it but inven- 
tory. You can’t pay your expenses 
with inventory. 

Here’s a number for you. I don’t 
know if it’s good or bad but it’s 
ours. In 1992 we turned our crane 
and redemption product inventory 
15.6 times. Put another way, our 
share of income for all cranes and 
redemption machines on our route 
was 15.6 times the product inven- 
tory we had on hand Dec. 31.

Put one more way, on average, if 
I stopped buying product for our 
cranes and redemption machines 
today, I would run out completely 
in 3.3 weeks. I think that is pretty 
good, although I have nothing for a 
comparison. Whether or not your 
numbers parallel these is not im- 
portant. Whether or not you know 
what your numbers and ratios are 
is very important. 

A story I like to tell (and if I stole 
this from someone over the years I 
apologize in advance) is of the not- 
SO-Savvy crane operator who was 
meeting with his accountant. The 
accountant says (insert the name 
of your choice, I’ll use Joe), “Joe, I 
think we have a problem here. For 
every $10 worth of income you’re 
getting from your crane machines 
you re going through $12 worth of 
product.” Joe responds, “Not to 
worry, | plan on making up for it by 
purchasing more cranes.”’

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up this month, May 16-19. In the 
brief time these conferences have 
been held, our industry has gone 
from having a minimal presence in 
Washington to being a significant 
force. 

I’m tired of hearing the cliche 
that “if you're not going to get in- 
volved in politics then get out of the 
business,” but it’s very true. The 
political issue of the day is still the 
dollar coin. Close behind is the bat- 
tle among the telephone com- 
panies. Both of these issues will 
ultimately have a dramatic effect 
on every operator in the country. 

One subject I will soon tackle in 
this column is price-per-play. I 
think this is a huge problem in our 
industry and I will get into specifics 
later. A big step toward solving the 
issue is the dollar coin. Here’s the 
bottom line: we must continue to

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increase our price-per-play indus- 
try-wide to keep up with the in- 
creases in our operating expenses 
and the cost of equipment. 

The dollar coin will allow us to 
evolve much faster than talking 
about putting bill acceptors on all 
of our equipment. Some of the 
manufacturers are giving opera- 
tors the option of placing DBAs on 
pinballs. Every machine on our 
route needs to have the ability to 
accept money in $1 increments. It 
would be much easier, more cost 
effective, and much quicker with 
the dollar coin. 

The telephone battle, in which a 
fight wages over who can do what 
on the phone lines, is huge. Boiled 
down to the street level, the phone 
and technology companies would 
like to ultimately transmit music 
and games over the phone lines

and into your locations. 

If we stay involved with this, it 
could become lemonade. That is, 
we could work with these compan- 
ies and benefit from the technol- 
ogy. Ifwe don’t, it will all be lemons 
for the operator. There are many 
entities out there that don’t see any 
reason for the operator’s role to ex- 
ist. We must continue to expand 
our presence in Washington. 

A handful of operators, distri- 
butors, and manufacturers have 
been carrying the ball in Washing- 
ton since the inception of the con- 
ference. If you’ve been there in the 
past your support is needed now 
more than ever, especially with a 
new administration. 

If you are a legitimate industry 
member and haven’t been to the 
Washington Conference, it’s time. 
For the cost of a new kit you can

4 ome video games had invaded 
the country. Louis Boasberg, 
in a guest editorial, said, “Most 
operators and distributors look 
upon home games as demons, evil 
spirits, ghosts, goblins—all con- 
jured up by black magic and wit- 
chcraft for the sole purpose of put- 
ting them out of business. But if 
you will allow me to borrow from 
F.D.R., the plain truth is, ‘All we 
have to fear is fear itself.” 

Boasberg went on to say that the 
industry should welcome home 
video games as business compa- 
nions, allies, and advertising 
mediums. “No home sets in ex- 
istence can begin to compete with 
the appeal and exciting challenge 
of anew and exciting video game 
on the market or coming in the 
future,” he said. 

The industry had some good 
press when President Ronald 
Reagan, in an address to 500 
students in Orlando, endorsed 
young people’s infatuation with 
video games. “In the midst of 
another revolution, one marked by 
the explosion of technological ad- 
vances,’ Reagan told the group, 
“video games are an educational 
tool to be used in preparation for 
life in the modern age.”’ 

In the Play Meter news pages 10 
years ago the Alabama legislature 


called upon the state’s citizens to 
boycott all of Atari’s products for 
Atari's decision to move its home 
video game production plants to 
Hong Kong and Taiwan; Atari also 
cut 350 of its 1,000 coin-op division 
employees back to a four-day work 
week, making it the third time in 
six months the company had made 
labor reductions; a bootlegging 
syndicate was being pursued by 
the FBI, who claimed one company 
alone was responsible for nearly 
2,000 copied game boards in a 
short time; in response to a public 
outcry for more data on the effects 
of video games on youth, a rash of 
studies were underway by resear- 
chers nationwide; there were 
about 40 gray area game cases in 
Ohio courts in spite of a Supreme 
Court ruling that determined that 
an electronic draw poker game 
was a gambling device; Jerry Mar- 
cus joined Atari as its executive 
vice president of sales; Play Meter 
defended its position of banning 
gray area games from its AOE 
show (predecessor to ACME); and 
Colorado operators breathed a 
sigh of relief after a proposed $100 
per machine state tax was 
defeated. 

In addition, Tennessee operators 
banded together to fight a propos- 


ed tax in their state; two companies

in Arizona were ordered to pay 
$90,000 in damages for operating 
copied games; R.A. Green of 
Rosemary Coin Machine was nam- 
ed president of the South Carolina 
Coin Operators Association; and 
Bally won Play Meter’s award for 
best video game for Ms. Pac-Man, 
while Williams won for best pinball 
with Eight Ball Deluxe. 

Products appearing in the “New 
Products” section of Play Meter 10 
years ago were Ninja Gun from 
American Arcade Specialties, Bub- 
bles and Food Fight from Atari, 
Sinistar, Joust, and Big Strike from 
Williams, Moguchan from Ven- 
ture Line, and Cosmic Chasm from 
Cinematronics. 

The Play Meter top ten video 
games in street locations included 
Mr. Do!, Galaga, Q*Bert, Popeye, 
Ms. Pac-Man, Moon Patrol, Joust, 
and Turbo. The top ones in arcade 
locations were Pole Position, Time 
Pilot, Mr. Do!, Q*Bert, Front Line, 
Millipede, Popeye, Ms. Pac-Man, 
Joust, Baby Pac-Man, Moon 
Patrol, Pac-Man Plus, Turbo, and 
Galaga. 

There were only four top pinballs 
listed. They were Eight Ball, 
Speakeasy, Q*Bert’s Quest, and 
Spirit.

Video lite: more 
realistic, less violent 


| t makes sense that our wish to 

see non-fighting games on the 
market should be fulfilled by two 
veteran companies of the industry. 
In the early ‘80s these manufac- 
turers were at the apex of the 
business when fighting games did 
not even exist. 

Both Midway and Taito have, 
from their inception, made games 
with original themes, amusing 
touches, and innate playability, 
unlike some others trying to com- 
pete by capitalizing on the much- 
used fighting theme. Vehicle simu- 
lations and sports games are less 
violent and more realistic than mu- 
tant battles, and they are precisely 
the themes featured in this review. 


NBA JAM 

Each game released by Midway 
completely changes theme from 
the last, but sequels always appear 
a year or so down the road. The 
same can be said for NBA JAM, the 
new seasonal sports game using 
professional players and teams. It 
follows in the profit-making foot- 
steps of the previous sports- 
themed game, Super High Impact. 
It also appears in the same dedi- 
cated cabinet style as the latter, 
with a wide four-player control 
panel and appropriate NBA cabi- 
net detailing. 





Super Chase missions put players in high-speed vehicles to track down criminals. 
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The game is a two-on-two contest 
in which the player is allowed to 
choose his favorite team. One per- 
son can control the movements 
and hand actions of one of his two 
players, and just the hand actions 
of his other player. Two people can 
each have a player on one team 
and compete against the compu- 
ter, or they can control a team and 
play against each other. Buy-in is 
available so that four players can 
control all the action. 

Controls are as follows: a joystick 
manipulates the basketball 
player’s movements to each side of 
the court, up to the foreground and 
out to the background. A red but- 
ton allows the player to shoot when 
on the offensive and block when on 
the defensive. A turbo button 
speeds up the player’s movements. 

Each player has a turbo meter at 
the top of the screen that indicates 
the level of fatigue and regenerates 
itself when not in use. The turbo 
button can also be used in combi- 
nation with the red button to slam 
dunk. The glass backboard actual- 
ly breaks after a powerful slam. 

Due to the digitized graphics, 
NBA players have features charac- 
teristic of their human counter- 
parts. The cheerleaders and 
crowds react to the play on the 
court, which has a realistic wood 
finish. 

Ball players interact and can 
knock each other down. The 
realism doesn’t end there because 
the score at the bottom of the 
screen mimics that seen on televi- 
sion, sportscaster’s voice and all. 
Make no mistake, this is definitely 
a crowd-pleaser and will surely 
score well, as did Midway’s last 
three games. 


Super Chase 

Early Taito games had varied 
genre themes: Alpine Ski, Front- 
line, and Elevator Action, among 
the many titles. In the last few 
years the direction has been 
toward standard-bit graphic simu- 
lation, mainly so the detail of 16- 
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and 32-bit graphics can be enjoyed 
with the cost of polygon technol- 
ogy avoided. As a result, smaller 
upright cabinets can be used in- 
stead of the current bulky multi- 
player simulators. 

Super Chase is a sequel to the 
late ‘80s games, S.C I. (Special 
Criminal Investigation) and Chase 
H.Q.. The theme is the same: chase 
criminals in high-speed vehicles 
Over various terrain until an arrest 
is made. 

The player uses an accelerator 
pedal, steering wheel, and high-low 
speed shift with a nitro button at- 
tached. The nitros can be used 
three times per mission while rac- 
ing to catch up to a fleeing target. 

The first mission takes place in 
Beverly Hills, Calif., the second in 
New Orleans, and the third in 
Texas. Nancy, the mission in- 
former, explains the mission’s 
parameters and provides the list of 
suspects. Once the player begins, 
he encounters obstacles, such as 
other cars, crowds, and trees. 

Once suspects are sighted, the 
cabinet-mounted red and blue 
lights start flashing. Enemies in- 
teract by shooting guns or throw- 
ing grenades at the player. To ap- 
prehend the criminals, the player 
must ram his vehicle into the 
getaway car a certain number of 
times (indicated by an arrow). The 
second mission takes the player in- 
to anenemy camp full of gun-toting 
soldiers, then alongside a moving 
train while dynamite is thrown in 
his direction. 

The game is very fast-moving; a 
lot of time and energy was invested 
in the scenery. The player is often 
forced to drive onto sidewalks, 
through restaurants, and near 
crowds. A Porsche, Jeep, and an 
18-wheeler are among the vehicles 
used on the missions. Unusual 
dangers await, such as an aerial at- 
tack from a helicopter gunner, so 
look out! 

All around, Super Chase is a very 
good game for both street and ar- 
cade locations. [1]

ne cardinal rule of saving 

taxes is easy to state and easy 
to understand: when you pay, 
deduct all. Here’s a tax idea that 
goes even a Step further: you get a 
full deduction for what someone 
else pays. 

First, some basics. When you 
give property to charity, you geta 
deduction equal to its fair market 
value on the date of the gift. Your 
cost or how you acquired the pro- 
perty is immaterial. An example is 
always the easiest way to explain 
the wonderful tax consequences: 

Years ago, when you started Suc- 
cess Co., the stock was worth $1 per 
share. You owned 100 percent then 
and still do today. But now it’s 
worth $200 per share. If you sold 
100 shares for $20,000, the capital 
gains tax would be about $5,600. 
But, if you donate the stock to your 
favorite charity, the capital gains 
tax is ignored and you get the full 
$20,000 deduction. In the 31 percent 
tax bracket, you would pocket 
$6,200. 





This little tax ploy is known as “a 
charitable bailout.” It’s one of the 
answers to the age-old problem of 
how to get money out of a closely 
held corporation. It’s not easy to 
find a buyer for your stock when 
you want to sell only a few shares. 
In fact, you may have trouble try- 
ing to give it away because the 
charity won't be able to sell it 
either.

if the charity is obliged to sell the 
stock to the corporation. 

It’s OK to nix a sale to anyone 
else, but the charity must at least 
have the option of keeping the 
stock. Chances are they'll want to 
cash it faster than you want it 
back, but you won’t avoid the 
capital gains tax if you make the 
donation contingent upon the 
charity selling the stock back to

This is where the bailout comes 
in. You arrange to have your cor- 
poration buy the stock from the 
charity at its full value. (A profes- 
sional appraisal is essential.) 
Result: you unlock $20,000 from the 
corporation. Caution: be careful 
about the deal you make with the 
charity. You lose your tax benefits 
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the corporation. 

When the smoke clears, Success 
Co. has, in fact, paid for your 
$20,000 charitable deduction. And 
who still owns 100 percent of the 
company? Youdo. A great tax deal 
all around. One more caution: gifts 
of appreciated property may be 
subject to the Alternative Mini-

mum Tax. A competent profes- 
sional can set up and review the en- 
tire transaction. 


Can you deduct the cost of an 
unsuccessful business search? 


Often a search for a new busi- 
ness takes a year or more. You 
may investigate a number of op- 
portunities. It all costs money. If 
your search is unsuccessful (you do 
not enter into the new business), 
can you deduct your search ex- 
penses? No. 

Here are the unhappy rules: out- 
lays made during a general search 
or a preliminary investigation to 
find a new business are not deduc- 
tible. For example, you run ads, 
travel around the country to look 
at prospective businesses, and hire 
auditors to evaluate several of the 
prospects.

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Finally, you decide to buy Pro- 
spect Corp. You incur expenses, in- 
cluding legal fees related to this 
specific deal. The deal falls 
through. What are the tax results? 
This is what the IRS says in Rev. 
Rul. 77-254: you get no deduction 
for the general expenses to find a 
business—the ads, travel, auditors. 
However, the legal and other ex- 
penses incurred for the specific 
misadventure to buy Prospect 
Corp. are deductible. 

Is there a way to insure a 100 per- 
cent deduction for all expenses in- 
curred while looking for a new 
business? Yes, and it’s easy. Here’s 
the formula: incorporate, then buy 
stock from your new corporation 
equal to the amount of the an- 
ticipated search expenses. Then 
have the corporation (instead of 
you) pay the expenses of looking 


—UTrT,Vyrye- 
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for a new business. 

This approach puts you in a no- 
lose position. If you actually start 
the business, the corporation is set 
up and ready to go. If you do not go 
into the business, at least you cap- 
ture a personal deduction for the 
expenses paid by the corporation. 

Here’s how you get that deduc- 
tion: liquidate the corporation or 
sell your stock. A little-known sec- 
tion of the Internal Revenue Code 
(section 1244) allows you an or- 
dinary deduction on your stock 
loss. LJ

ECHNICAL TOPICS 











T he chart shown is a trouble- 

shooting flowchart to help you 
track monitor problems. At the top 
you will see where to start. The 
chart is self-explanatory; follow it 
by answering individual questions 
about your monitor. 

For example, the first question is 
whether your monitor has a blank 
screen. If it doesn’t have a blank 
screen you follow the “NO” arrow, 
which leads to another question. 
This time it asks whether the pic- 
ture is too small. Once you’ve 
answered that question, continue 
on to the appropriate box. 

If your monitor does have a 
blank screen, follow the “YES” ar- 
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row, which leads to a block instruc- 
ting you to test fuse #F601. If that 
fuse is blown, follow the appro- 
priate arrow to the solution. If it’s 
not a blown fuse, the chart will 
guide you toward another solution.

A pproximately 70 people at- 
tended the three industry 


standardization committee 
meetings that took place the day 
before ACME in Las Vegas in 
March: Jukebox Standardization, 
AMOA/AAMA Industry Standar- 
dization, and Redemption Stan- 
dardization. In just five hours these 
groups agreed to combine forces 
and launched the plans necessary 
to take our industry into a high- 
tech network communications 
phase. 

In the near future all] of an 
operator’s games will have the 
capability to communicate with his 
office computer system (two-way 
communication) via telephone 
lines or even cellular phones. This 
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The Redemption Standardization Committee. 


is now being done by several com- 
panies. For example, Laser Video 
Networks’ home office computer 
can call each of its jukeboxes by 
means of a cellular phone located 
inside the jukebox, retrieve data on 
number of plays, and check to see 
if everything is working correctly. 
I also heard that Sega in Japan 
now communicates with its games 
via cellular phones. 

To research the best system 
language for our industry, the 
Universal Protocol Committee was 
launched. Rus Strahan of NSM 
America and I were elected co- 
chairmen. Bob Douglas of Laser 
Video Network is also on this im- 
portant committee. 

A second committee, the Com-

munications Committee, was form- 
ed to research the various net- 
working systems now in existence 
and propose a standardized meth- 
od that will be the most cost- 
effective for the operator. Gene 
Harlan of Arachnid was elected 
chairman; also serving on the com- 
mittee are Joe Miquel (Valley), 
Frank Schubert (Coin Mechan- 
sms), Lou Capetta (Bonita Marie), 
4d Tollisano (TBI Games), Mike 
Seibert (Design Plus), and Larry 
Brady (Wells Gardner).

Rus has called for meetings of 
both committees during the 
AMOA/AAMA Washington Con- 
ference, scheduled for May 16-19. 
The exact time and day will be an- 
nounced later. 

Other highlights of the standar- 
dization meetings were: 

1) Larry Brady will now co-chair 
the AAMA Standardization Com- 
mittee with chairman Rich Ditton 
of Strata. Larry has been a long- 
standing member of standardiza- 
tion; we welcome him to this 
critical position. 


2) Some 500 copies of the 
AMOA/AAMA standards booklet 
have been printed; 200 copies were 
given to manufacturers at ACME; 
50 were given to the AMOA board 
of directors; 200 will be sent to the 
AMOA office in Chicago; and Rich 
has about 50 copies left. If a 
manufacturer wants a copy, he 
should contact Rich at (708) 
870-7006. If an operator wants a 
copy, he can call AMOA. At this 
time I’m not certain if there will be 
a fee for these books. They areina 
nice binder and contain 35 pages of 


industry standards, diagrams, and 
wiring charts. 

3) The jukebox, redemption, 
video, pinball, darts, and parts 
manufacturers on the various 
standardization committees all 
agreed to have one combined in- 
dustry standardization meeting 
the day before AMOA (Anaheim in 
October) and ACME (Chicago in 


March ‘94) at 7:00 a.m. Though it 
may be difficult to devote a lot of 
time to each group, a combined 
meeting will eliminate duplication. 
Reports on FCC regulations, test- 
ing procedures or Nationally 
Recognized Testing Laboratories 
(NRTL), Los Angeles Task Force, 
UL 22A, Safety Glass Codes, Inter- 
national Standards, etc. will only 
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The Jukebox Standardization Committee. 


have to be given once. 

4) It was decided that at least one 
guest speaker will address the 
standardization committee at 
future meetings. At the redemption 
committee meeting Len Frier, 
president of MET Laboratories in 
Baltimore (one of the five U.S. 
NRTL) gave a presentation on the 
legal requirements for selling com- 
puting devices. Len summarized 
product safety, electromagnetic in- 
terference (EMI), and FCC regula- 
tions that greatly affect our in- 
dustry. This is serious business! 

Len pointed out that the FCC is 
willing to work with our industry. 
For examble, a manufacturer can 
get a PCB certified and use this 
board (as long as every port is fill- 
ed) in different model games 
without having to go through a 
complete testing procedure on 
each one. This concept was found 
to be of extreme importance to the 
25 redemption manufacturers who 
attended. A summary of Len’s 
seminar will be placed into the 
minutes of the meeting. 

5)Rich Ditton has scheduled a 
meeting in Chicago in May with 
Cary Mednick (Williams), Jim 
Dziagwa (Happ Controls), Lou 
Rudolph (Dynamo), Larry Stalmah 





(Taito), Todd Erickson (Summit 
Amusements), Joe Miquel (Valley), 
and Larry Brady (Wells-Gardner) 
to finalize the standards for wire 
colors, test screens, switch test, 
operator adjustments, and securi- 
ty bar area attachments. 


or tempered safety glass and be a 
minimum thickness of 3/16-inch.”’ 
Redemption standard #R-5 pass- 
ed and reads: “Each redemption 
game Shall have a hard-wired 12-V 
ticket meter that can be read from 
the front of the game through a 
normal service access point.”’

Pinball heaven 





s publisher of the “pinGame 
journal” and pinball con- 
tributor to Play Meter, I went to the 
ACME show in Las Vegas to see 
the new games and talk to the peo- 
ple who made them. However, as a 
collector of pinball games from the 
past, I also went to see Tim Arnold 
and his collection of some of my 
favorite classic pinball machines. 

Tim, Charlotte, and their “parts 
cat” hosted an open house/ice 
cream anti-social at their home, 
highlighted by the nearly 100 
games set on free play. But Tim 
does not have your basic 100-300- 
500 games. 

One focus of his collection is to 
have one of every D. Gottlieb and 
Co. machine made, from the 1947 
Humpty Dumpty (first flipper 
game) to the end of electromechan- 
ical games, somewhere in the mid- 
dle ‘70s. He is at about 89 percent 
right now, and in all has well over 
800 games from a variety of manu- 
facturers and eras. 

Where does he keep this many 
pinball machines in Las Vegas? 
Until recently, on his tennis court 
because it didn’t use to rain very 
much out there. Now, because it 
does rain more often, the games 
are in a 10,000-square-foot storage/ 
display building Tim built next to 
the court.

Most of the bodies are lined up 
side-by-side on end with the heads 
nearby. The glasses have been 
removed and are stored separate- 
ly. Eventually Tim hopes to have 
his collection honed down to about 
500 restored games. He then plans 
to find an unused _ super- 
market-sized building and open 


the Las Vegas Pinball Collectors 
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Club. 

Tim has begun club activities by 
running events at collector’s shows 
and operating games from his col- 
lection locally. All proceeds go to 
charity. The Spring Thing event at- 
tracted many local collectors as 
well as many who were in town for 
ACME. Of special note was the ap- 
pearance of Tom Cahill and Steve 
Kordek from Williams. It was ex- 
citing to all to have Steve, whois a 
pinball legend, wandering through 
the Genco and Williams area and 
recognizing games he designed 
over 40 years ago! 

Tim’s obsession began in 1969 
when his salesman father brought 
a sample gum machine to their 
East Lansing, Mich., home. Tim 
was 14 years old and went right out 
to get gum for the object of his new 
interest. That machine led to many 
others, and when he was able to 
drive he started a gum machine 
route. 

While in high school he began to 
play pinball and decided he had to 
have one. “One day I figured out 
how many dimes I would have to 
take in to pay for a $150 pinball 
machine,” Tim explained. “My 
brother and I found a Gottlieb 
Mayfair for that amount, put it in 
the garage, and all the kids came 
over and put money in it. It paid for 
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itself in about three weeks. We 
found another one but the city said 
we couldn’t run a store out of our 
garage.” 

This restriction forced Tim to 
place his games into retail stores 
and fraternity houses at nearby 
Michigan State University. He 
began repairing games for other 
people while attending a local com- 
munity college to study 
telecommunications. 

With opportunities in the field 
limited, he decided to take a term 
off from school and open a store 
with his brother. In the meantime, 
Tim came to be known as “Pinball 
Pete” as he increased his game 
repair business. He opened a little 
pool hall which he describes .as 
“the 94 days in hell—everything 
that possibly could have gone 
wrong did.”’ 

Tim and his brother then rented 
a former arcade location that had 
more recently been a taxidermy 
store. They painted the fiberglass 
elephant on the roof pink—pinball, 
pink, and Pete. What else to call 
the arcade but Pinball Pete. 

“We had room in the building for 
28 machines but only had 14 at the 
time,’ Tim recounted. “We spread 
them out, kept buying more, and 
pretty soon the place was full. We 
then opened a second location and 
soon the whole video game thing 
hit. Distributors were only giving 
$50 per pinball in trade at the time. 
We felt that was an insult, and 
when we were done with a game it 
went into our three-story ware- 
house.” 

Tim continued, “In 1979 we hada 
chance to buy a collection of 200 
pinball games. This was before Pin- 
ball Expo; I thought I was pretty 
much alone as a collector. We 
bought the games— actually we 
paid for 200 but only got 156 — 
which put me at about 250. We 
kept buying new games and stor- 
ing them when we were through. A 
few years ago I started to get tired 
of operating because I didn’t enjoy 
the kids. I felt it was stupid to have

about 700 games and not have 
many set up. I moved to Las Vegas 
because it is warm and dry, there is 
no income tax, and it is a big tourist 
town. 

‘““My hope is to get all of the 
games rebuilt as close to original 
condition as is possible. I am doing 
everything I need to do, from re- 
building old parts to fabricating 
new ones.” 

Tim added that he is operating 
older games now as atest program 
to evaluate his restoration process. 
He has refined the process to the 
point that he can put a game out 
and not get a service call for eight 
to 10 weeks. He also can test public 
reaction to questions like: Will the 
public play short flipper games? 
Will they play mechanical games? 
Will they not play a game ifit is on 
quarter play? Will they play a 
game if it is two for a quarter? Tim 
said, “I have been doing ex- 
periments like putting a 
dime/three-for-a-quarter game 
next to a 25-cent play game and fin- 
ding out that people really don't 
consider anything less than a quar- 
ter real money.” 

It takes Tim a week to rebuild one 
game. His only regret is that things 
aren't moving fast enough. “I could 
set my games up without rebuild- 
ing them properly, but that would 
come back to haunt me,” Tim said. 

Tim explained one reason for set- 
ting up his club: “Most arcades are 
the worst place for a pinball player 
to play because many operators 
don’t care enough about their 
games. They don’t clean them pro- 
perly or open them up. They care 
only about video games and taking 
money out of the box. Ifa flipper on 
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a pinball game moves up and down 
— even sort of — it works. It doesn’t 
matter if it doesn’t have enough 
power to get the ball up the ramp. 

“IT don’t care very much for oper- 
ators who don’t take care of their 
machines. They don’t play their 
product or appreciate it. They 
could be making a lot more money 
if, instead of seeing how little they 
can give their customers, they con- 
centrated on how much they could 
give them.” 

Tim continued, “The industry to- 
day is like achain with three links: 
manufacturers, operators, and 
players. In the past 10 years 
manufacturers have produced 
amazingly better product. In the 
same 10 years the players’ level of 
involvement and excitement has 
gone way up. Operators have 
stayed the same. If the industry 
wants to improve the income from 
the fun involved with pinball they 
ought to be looking at educating 
that weak link in the chain: the 
operator.” 

Tim talked about his pinball 
player’s club. “The club will be 
private, for members who specifi- 
cally enjoy playing pinball. The 
games will be fully maintained. I 
will buy all the new games, but I 
will not allow video games. It’s a 
new concept because no one has 
tried to run a pinball-only commer- 
cial venture before. But I feel ifit is 
run right it will work. There will be 
promotions like tournament night, 
free hot dog night, and charity 
benefits. I feel that as a busi- 
nessman I can afford to give some- 
thing back to the community. Pin- 
ball has been very good to me, so to 
spend 10 to 15 hours a month ser- 
vicing a charity route is the least I 
can do.” 

Many collectors dream of quit- 
ting their jobs and spending all day 
on pinball; that dream has come 
true for Tim. He is out every day, 
working slowly but surely to ac- 
complish his goal. Slow and steady 
finishes the race; Tim is already 
rounding the first turn. UO

Name not familiar to you? It 
wasn't to me either, not until Isaw 
an interview done with him last 
year on ESPN’s “Up Close” talk 
show with Roy Firestone. 

Barksdale, as it turns out, was a 
black star in the almost exclusive- 
ly white NBA of the early 1950s. 
Boston’s Bob Cousy, the “Houdini 
of the Hardwood,” recalled that 
Barksdale was every bit as slick a 
ballhandler as he was. But be- 
cause of his skin color, he never 
received the accolades due aman 
of his talents. What he did receive 
were taunts from ugly crowds, 
lukewarm acceptance from his 
teammates, and humiliating dis- 
crimination from hotel and res- 
taurant owners. It was difficult, 
Barksdale told Firestone, but he 
drew inspiration by talking often 
with another black sports pio- 
neer, the immortal Jackie 
Robinson. 

I have a trivia question for you. 
Who was the first black player 
ever to participate in an NBA All- 
Star Game? If you guessed Bill 
Russell, Sam Jones, or K.C. Jones, 
guess again; the answer is Barks- 
dale. If you consider yourself a 
hoops fan and didn’t know that, 
don’t feel bad. Such current NBA 
superstars as Karl Malone, David 
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Robinson, and Charles Barkley 
were all asked that question and 
didn’t know the answer. In fact, 
they didn’t know who Barksdale 
was, period. 

That’s a travesty. To not recog- 
nize the sacrifices made by so- 
meone who prepared the way for 
you, be ita basketball player ora 
parent who juggled two jobs, is 
unconscionable. It’s sad to think 
that Barksdale may have died 
feeling unappreciated for all he 
endured. 

I wonder how many of today’s 
operators truly recognize the 
sacrifices made by Bill Beckham 
of Red Baron of Ohio, who was 
honored by Play Meter at ACME 
‘93. It was Beckham who sued the 
manufacturers in 1988 to open the 
flow of parallel boards into the 
United States. But his long-term 
objective was to get the manufac- 
turers to offer quality games in 
less-expensive kit form rather 
than shoving them down opera- 
tors’ throats as dedicateds. 

In scanning the video market- 
place, it’s easy to see that 
Beckham’s wish came true, but 
not without exacting a price. He 
made enemies along the way and 
ran up hefty legal bills, not to 
mention the attendant emotional 
strain. To a man with principle 
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and heart, though, such sacrifices 
come with the territory. In all my 
conversations with him I’ve never 
heard him utter a bitter word 
about that period of his life. 
Rather, a quick smile and infec- 
tious laugh rule the day. 

To all you operators who’ve 
made good money with Street 
Fighter IT, Il ask: do you think Cap- 
com would have released it as kit 
if the Beckham litigation had 
never occurred? Or would your 
routes be lined with the game in 
dedicated form? I think it would 
be a sporting gesture for each of 
you guys to send him one percent 
of your net revenues from Street 
Fighter IJ. Bill didn’t put me up to 
this, mind you. I just have a keen 
interest in fair play. 

OK, that may be a bit much. In- 
stead, if you’ve never thanked 
Beckham personally for taking 
such a courageous stand, just 
walk up to him the next time you 
see him and shake his hand. Isn't 
that the least you can do?
